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ways makes winning difficult, and his 
bike has always got a double dose of 
horsepower. But Roberts’ luck at Day- 
tona is just about as bad as a person 
could have, so I'm counting on Roberts’ 
luck being the same. He won't finish. 
I'm just considering Roberts out and 
then re-arranging all the luck down 
the line. If nothing happens and Kenny 
finishes, I still think that if the four- 
strokes are fast enough, then Roberts 
may have a chase on his hands. But if 
everything goes Roberts’ way, it will be 
a chase. 
Dale Singleton/Taylor White 
Yamaha/two-stroke 

Dale always goes real fast at Daytona. 
He had a lot of problems in the last 
half of the 1979 season though, and I'm 
not real sure how he’s going to come 
out of that problem. I don’t know if 
that psychologically bothers him or if 
he will come back to Daytona with the 
same energy as he had last year. Last 
year at the start of Daytona he looked 
like he was mentally going to win and 
then he did win the race. He was really 
pumped. He had his pet pig there; he 
had everything going for him. But I 
have a feeling that it’s going to be a 
little bit tougher for him this year than 
it was last year. Dale will be right up in 
there. He'll be competitive, for sure. 
But he won't win. 


Randy Mamola 
I don’t know what kind of machinery 
Randy will ride at Daytona, whether it 
will be a two-stroke Yamaha prepared 
by George Vukmonovich or a Suzuki 
GB Formula One four-stroke or even 
an RG500 Suzuki two-stroke, so I don’t 
know if his machinery is going to be 
competitive. But Randy should really 
be mentally up for Daytona. He's been 
getting a lot of European experience. I 
watched him last year. I raced with 
him for a little bit at Daytona in the 
1979 200 miler until I got sideways in 
the chicane and lost the leaders. He 
was riding just fantastic at Daytona 
last year. And judging by all the press 
I've read about him in Europe, he’s 
been doing quite well. I think Randy 
will be one of the toughest competitors 
at Daytona this year. Randy had 
matured, and his attitude is a lot bet- 
ter than it used to be and I think that 
he should go really well. He may win. 
Skip Aksland/Yamaha/two-stroke 
Skip probably has had as many 
problems at Daytona as a person could 
have. Last year he was so favored to 
win and just didn’t do anything. He 
had mechanical trouble all week long 
and one thing after another. Then he 
had trouble with his dirt track program 
all season after Daytona. So I'm not 
sure about Skip. Mentally, you have to 
be really pumped for Daytona. I haven't 
seen Skip. I know he'll be riding hard, 
but I don’t know if he'll be riding on 
factory prepared machines again this 
year or not. If he’s not, I think that is 
going to take away some of his chances. 
Mike Baldwin/Yamaha/two-stroke 
Well, if he's physically up for it, 
Mike will be a threat but I hope his 
riding strategy changes. Last year he 
was pushing so hard and he wanted to 
win so badly that he over-rode the 
motorcycles he was riding. I think if 
you want to have a long racing career, 
you don’t try to over-ride your motor- 
cycle or go beyond its capabilities. I just 
hope that he’s done some thinking 
since he’s gotten out of the hospital 
and maybe smoothed out a little. 
Mike's probably one of the best rid- 
ers I've ever seen. But I think he had a 
problem last year — he thought he 
could do no wrong on a motorcycle. | 
think that unfortunately he found out 
that he could do some wrong on a 
motorcycle, and I think it is a mental 
outlook thing where he has to get it 
together. I hope he does that. I wish 
him all the best of luck at Daytona. I 
just don’t know if he can really be 








Moriwaki Superbike and Formula 1

Based on a Z1-R Kawasaki, the Moriwaki bike could be the sleeper of 
the lot. Although well-known in Japan, Europe and Australia, Mamoru 
Moriwaki has never before fielded an effort in the United States. 

A strong and positive departure from the Kawasaki Superbikes of a 
few years ago is the good handling of the Moriwaki bike. Frame 
modifications are few but obviously important. The rake has been 
increased a degree by cutting the top backbone and bringing the 
steering head back. The horizontal siderails have been braced slightly 
to the downtubes up front just below the steering head. As per 
standard practice, the backbone and siderails have been joined by 
tubing and sheetmetal in front of where the siderails curve down 
toward the swingarm pivot. The swingarm pivot is standard but a gus- 
set has been added where the frame tubes meet just behind the pivot. 
The swingarm is stock length but has an extra brace running parallel 
and underneath the arms with an extra curved brace between the 
arms and right in front of the wheel. 

Suspension is handled by the tried and proven KYB adjustable forks 
and shocks. At 36mm diameter, the tubes are standard size and they 
are 30.5 inches long. Length of the shocks is 12.9 inches. 

Wheels are English made Dymags — WM4-18 front and WM6-18 
rear. Dymags are reported to be the lightest on the market. Goodyear 
tires are mounted — 3.25-18 in the front and 3.75-18 in the rear. 

Master cylinders and calipers are Lockheed all around acting on 
standard KZ1000 rotors up front with a domestic 2250 front rotor for 
the full floating rear brake. The stay arm for the rear brake is attached 
to the frame making like a parallelogram. 

Being a manufacturing business, Moriwaki makes all the non- 
standard components. The head is the main source of power, and 
Moriwaki’s chief mechanic, Kensei Sato ports and flows the head to a 
mirror finish using 38mm intake valves and 31mm exhaust valves. 
Cam timing is set at 55°-25°, 25°-55°. 

Moriwaki manufactures his own pistons using a pressure casting 
method. With a 70.3mm bore, the single Dykes compression ring 
pistons yield 1024.8cc, right on the limit. 

The crankshaft is standard, as is the clutch, but the transmission is 
close-ratio. Ignition is standard KZ1000 Mk ||. 

Both Superbike and Formula 1 motors are to the same specs, 
including Keihin CR carburetors. Oil coolers are hand-made by 
Moriwaki employees and are fed by braided steel lines. 

The frame on the Formula 1 bike is all hand bent by one of 
Moriwaki’s employees, Yasu Komatsuki. Like the Moriwaki hand-bent 
exhaust pipes fitted to both bikes, the tubes are filled with sand and 
then heated up in the right places and then bent — the frame is a real 
work of art. The Formula 1 frame weight is 25.4 Ib compared to the 
Superbike frame which weighs 42.9 lbs. Rectangular tubing measuring 
1” by 2” is used for the swingarm. Komatsuki hand-forms the six 
gallon fuel tank from aluminum with standard quick-fill provisions. 

For the Daytona 200 mile Formula 1 race, Kawasaki Japan test rider, 
Masaki Tokuno will ride one “Monster” and southern California hero, 
and U.S. Kawasaki factory rider Eddie Lawson will pilot the other. 
Tokuno will ride one Superbike and SoCal club racer Pat Eagan will get 
the opportunity of riding the other one.

Dave Aldana/Yoshimura Suzuki/ 
four-stroke 

Dave's going to be tough. He's prob- 
ably going to be the fastest rider on the 
Yoshimura team. I watched him ride 
the four-strokes at the Suzuka Eight- 
Hours Endurance race in Japan last 
year and he had a little bit of a 
problem stopping the machine because 
of the engine braking effect. I think 
that with time he'll catch on and fall 
right into the groove. His size and 
weight will give him an advantage over 
Graeme Crosby (another Yoshimura 
Suzuki rider), and his determination is 
very strong. 


competitive motorcycle, he’s gonna be 
tough. It’s just that I have a feeling 
that the Yoshimura bikes might not 
finish the 200 miles. If they try to run 
the same type of horsepower that their 
Superbikes had last year, or maybe 
even try to hop them up a little bit 
more, I just don’t know if the engines 
will take it. Last year when I rode for 
Yoshimura, when we rode them hard 
for very long, we had rod problems. I 
understand they've got a different crank- 
shaft and some new parts, but there 
has yet to be any long-distance testing 
done on it to my knowledge, so the 
longevity of the engine is the doubtful 
point. But I know that David will run 





it. If there is a scale of 10 measuring 
hard riding, David will run it at 11 
until it quits. 


Wes Cooley/Yoshimura Suzuki/ 
four-stroke 

Wes will be a threat. He's always 
been very fast on the Superbike Pro- 
duction machines. But Wes has always 
had problems in the GP class and he’s 
always been just a little off the pace in 
GP. I think maybe he's lacking just a 
bit of experience and confidence. I 
think he'll be running good, but I 
don’t think that he'll be up in the very 
fast four-strokes at Daytona. I think 
he'll probably be off the pace just a 
little bit. I think he has the ability, but 
I don’t think that he’s got the confidence 
yet in that class. He's never had a really 
good finish yet, so mentally I don’t 
think he’s up. And being mentally up 
is what it’s going to take to go really 
fast at Daytona this year. 
Graeme Crosby/Yoshimura Suzuki/ 
four-stroke 

Crosby is going to be new at Day- 
tona. He's from New Zealand and he 
has done very well racing Down 
Under, in Japan and in Europe in 
Formula One type races. But the Day- 
tona track surface will be new to 
Crosby, which is a disadvantage. From 
the ability he's shown me, I'm sure 
he'll be going very fast and ride the 
motorcycle very hard. It’s just that I 
think that not being at Daytona before 
could be a factor. Among the three 
Yoshimura riders, I think that David 
Aldana has the best chance with Crosby 
second fastest on the team and Wes 
third. 


David Emde/Hap Jones Yamaha/ 
two-stroke 

David will do real well. He's good 
for finishing racers. He's easy on motor- 
cycles, which is important for Daytona. 
If Floyd (Emde) and mechanic Tony 
Smith can get together a fast engine 
for David, he'll be alright. I under- 
stand he’s got a new sponsor, Hap 
Jones, and hopefully his mechanics are 
good. He might be able to pull off a 
third win for the family. It sounds 
good, but realistically I'll have to say 
that the odds of him winning are 
against him right now. 
Harry Klinzmann 

Klinzmann will be going good, but 
I'm not sure what he'll be riding. As 


yet he hasn't had a good GP ride. If he 
gets one he'll be good for the top 10. 


Richard Schlachter/Yamaha/two- 
stroke 

Schlachter should be going real 
good at Daytona. His last performances 
of 1970 were very good. I understand 
that in Europe he had some problems, 
but on the short courses over there he 
was doing fantastic. But once again, 
Daytona demands horsepower, and if 
Richard is doing his own engine work I 
think that he'll be lacking on that good 
horsepower down the long straight- 
away. It’s very difficult to get that 
power and so far only a few factory 
machines, Yamahas, will be there. 
The Yamahas up front will be the fac- 
tory Yamahas, the ones with factory 
Yamaha parts. 


Freddie Spencer/Erv Kanemoto 
Yamaha/two-stroke 

I think Freddie and Erv will be going 
for pole position in qualifying, but 
Erv's finishing record at Daytona is not 
too good, so I think that will be a factor. 
Freddie showed last year that he knows 
how to ride the Daytona Speedway 
really well. I saw him ride the 250 race 
last year and he was superb. The last 
couple of races last year on the Super- 
bikes he did superb. I think that his 
ability is there and Erv Kanemoto’s 
engines are rocketships. But they have 
a problem finishing Daytona, and 
think that might be a factor. If Erv 
can get his engine to run the whole 200 





miles as fast as they run qualifying it 
may be possible for Freddie to win. 


Eddie Lawson/Moriwaki Kawasaki/ 
four-stroke 

I’ve got a lot of respect for Moriwaki 
and his ability. I know that his engine 
should be very powerful. The time I 
saw Moriwaki’s machine run at Suzuka 
last year his motorcycle was by far the 
fastest motorcycle on the entire race- 
track. It was faster than our Yoshimura 
bike. It was faster than everything there. 
His lap times were four seconds a lap 
faster than the second faster riders. 
They were totally dominating the race. 
But they didn’t finish. So I can say that 
at Suzuka, his engines were the quick- 
est that I've ever seen based on a pro- 
duction engine. 

Now Daytona and the long hard 
pull is yet to be seen. I've seen Eddie 
Lawson ride, and he’s a very good 
rider, but I haven’t had that much 
actual competition against him, so all 
I can say is just by his past results, he’s 
done very well and I'm sure that he 
will be doing well there. Mosaki Tokuno 
from Japan will be riding the other 
Moriwaki bike and he went fast at 
Suzuka, but crashed. Tokuno will be a 
new rider and will face the same prob- 
lems other riders new to Daytona have. 


Assorted foreign riders 


The French riders on Yamaha, Pons 
and Sarron and Rougerie always go 
fast. They have plenty of power and 
the whole key to Daytona is having a 
lot of horsepower and knowing how to 
get it through the infield. The French 
riders always seem to have good power, 
they'll get proper support from Yama- 
ha, so there’s a chance that they'll do 
well. They will be fast at Daytona. 

But they have yet to do a big upset 
at Daytona and I think that goes back 
to preparation for Daytona. It’s a very 
special track; it’s hard to finish. And 
they always seem to go good for awhile, 
but they don’t cross the finish line 
much way out there in front. The ex- 
perience aspect at Daytona is very im- 
portant, because it’s the only race in 
the world that I've seen that you race it 
like it is a sprint race or a heat race for 
200 miles. You have to ride hard and 
still be conscious of the engine all the 
time and you just don't race that way 
anywhere else in the world, and I think 
that’s going to be the downfall of the 
French team. They're just not used to 
racing that type of race. 

You've got to run the wheels off the 
motorcycle, as far as pushing it into 
the corners and using the brakes goes, 
and get on the gas early. But you've 
got to watch the tach and not over 
revv, run the engine at maximum per- 
formance but not overstrain it. You 
can’t slack off, you can’t cruise like in 
an endurance race. But still the most 
important thing is to keep that engine 
alive for 200 miles. It’s a contradiction, 
but that’s the way it is. It is very difficult 
to do for two hours. 

Boet van Dulmen of Holland can go 
well. He’s good and I'm sure he'll be 
going well at Daytona, but I'm not 
sure what he'll be riding. 


Ron Haslam of England rides very 
well. He'll probably be on a Honda 
from England. I saw him at Suzuka 
and he was the fastest Honda team rid- 
er there. The British team seems to be 
very well organized. My old friend 
Barry Symmons is the team coordinator 
and he’s got a bunch of good mechan- 
ics and good riders in Haslam and 
Alex George. So if they get to come I 
think they'll be doing very well be- 
cause Barry knows how to talk and 
find out about how to run Daytona. 
But if they come with their Honda 
Formula One engines built under 
European Formula One rules, they'll 
probably be a little under-powered. 

If Barry Sheene brings his new 
Yamahas, he'll be in there. He's a 
World Champion. He's a top-notch 








rider and he always rides well at every 
track I’ve ever seen him at. He's had 
terrible luck at Daytona, and I think 
that since he wants big start money to 
race anywhere he probably won’t come 
to Daytona. The Daytona people have 
refused to pay start money and I think 
that Barry will stand firm on his 
ground and not ride. 


Roberto Pietri from Venezuela will 
surprise a lot of people this year. He 
has a good mechanic, Larry Worrell, a 
guy who knows as much about Daytona 
as probably any mechanic alive. Larry 
will be a big aid to Roberto. For the 
200-miler, Larry is building Roberto a 
Yamaha TZ750, and Larry has built 
some fast Yamahas in the past for Steve 
McLaughlin the year Steve led Daytona 
before crashing (1975) and Randy 
Cleek the year he was U.S. road racing 
champion (1976). So Roberto is going 
to be up front, a potential top five 
finisher. I think this will be Roberto’s 
best Daytona ever. Last year I let him 
follow me, pick up my lines in practice. 
That doggone guy learns fast, and in 
the Superbike race he was all over me, 
running third until his bike’s chain 
came off the sprockets. I’m not going 
to let him follow me in practice this 
year. 





Ron Pierce/Team Honda/four-stroke 

How will I do? Win. Seriously, the 
hardest thing is to stand back and 
assess your own chances apart from the 
constant confidence and determination 
that you must have to be a racer. If I 
didn’t think I could win, I wouldn't be 
a racer. None of the guys out there 
would be. The guys who don’t think 
they can win aren't racers. Unfor- 
tunately, only one guy can actually 
take first place. 

The strategy I will follow on my 
Honda will be to finish and try to 
finish well for Honda. This is their first 
Daytona outing in 10 years, and every- 
thing we have is unproven. So we're 
just gonna do the best we can. 

I have yet to knowt he horsepower 
that we've got. I still don’t know if we 
are going to have enough power to go 
fast enough to be competitive, although 
I think we will be competitive. We've 
got good mechanics so I’m going to 
run it just like I ran the race last year. 
Push it as hard as I can and stay within 
the rpm limits of the engine. With the 
proper luck, I’m going to be right up 
in front. 

The best thing Honda has going for 
it is the team that Steve McLaughlin 
— the road race team manager — has 


Yoshimura Superbike and Formula 1

To anyone who follows AMA Road Racing, no introduction is needed 
for the “Pops” Yoshimura team. First and second places in the 1979 
AMA Superbike Production Championship and winners of many 
Superbike races in the last several years has thoroughly established 
Yoshimura as a team to be reckoned with. 


Looking for a repeat of the impressive 1-2-3 finishing order of last 
year’s Daytona Superbike race, “Pops” has hired Dave Aldana and 
New Zealander Graeme Crosby to go along with last year’s champ, 
Wes Cooley. All three will ride in both the Superbike race and in the 
Formula 1 race as well. 

Specifications for both the Formula 1 and Superbike engines are the 
same from the Keihin CR carbs to the special “factory” clutches. In 
between are the cylinder heads ported to Pops’ specs by Fujio 
Yoshimura or Suehiro Watanabe. Cam timing is set at 56° - 26°, 26° - 
56° and the cams operate on special buckets which have the shims 
underneath. Many engine parts, such as the high compression pistons, 
are manufactured by Pops’ son-in-law, Shohei Kato. Transmissions are 
special close-ratio units available only through Yoshimura R&D. 
Countershaft sprockets are offset 15mm to give clearance between 
the chain and rear tire. 

The Superbike chassis are fairly straightforward GS1000S with KYB 
“Superforks” and some brand new aluminum-bodied KYB shock 
absorbers. The KYBs will hold a variety of wheel combinations to the 
pavement. One interesting set is the “solid” ones manufactured by 
Hugh Mitchell. For the first time a WM5 rim width will be tried on the 
front and WM10 in the back. It is not known wheter the “solid” 
wheels will be used because wind effects might be ill. Other 
possibilities for wheels are the Italian Campagnolo or the English 
Dymags. Brake components for both Formula 1 and Superbike are 
supplied by Suzuki in Japan. Rotors are standard RG500 floating 
models and are squeezed by special Suzuki calipers which look like 
80500. ' 

Most of the design of all components was done at the Suzuki 
factory in Japan by Pops Yoshimura and Shohei Kato including the 
frame, gas tank and fiberglas on the Formula 1 bikes. Fujio Yoshimura 
expects that most, if not all, of the special items will be available this 
year through Yoshimura R&D. 








put together. We've got Udo Geitl and 
Todd Schuster, the men who built the 
BMW Superbikes that stomped every- 
body in 1976. We've got Jyo Bito, who 
was my mechanic for Yoshimura in 
1979. We have Mike Velasco, who 
wrenched on Yoshimura bikes much of 
1979. We have Dave Langford, who 
worked with Velasco in Mike's tuning 
business, Racing Speed Center. We 
have Mike Crompton from Canada. 


We know the abilities of these guys. 
They're great mechanics, and Honda 
is paying them salaries they can survive 
on. I read a letter from Carol Carpen- 
ter of Team Yoshimura saying that 
Honda had bought out the talent and 
if money could buy Daytona then 
Honda should win everything. It made 
me really sad to read something stupid 
like that because Honda isn’t paying 
the mechanics an astronomical wage. 
They're being paid above minimum 
wage. They're being paid wages that a 
man can survive on. Honda is paying 
mechanics what they deserve, and if a 
mechanic leaves Yoshimura for the 
Honda money that just means that 
Yoshimura wasn’t paying them what 
they deserved. Honda is paying the 
riders what they deserve. All the riders 
and mechanics are paid well and they 
are working hard. They're working as 
a team. But we got a late start. The 
problem we have is time. 


The problem we face is horsepower. 
Will we have enough horsepower in 
time for Daytona? I don’t know. I do 
know that Yoshimura has the power. 
We proved that when riding for the 
Yoshimura team last year. The work 
for Team Honda is not over yet. I'm 
just not sure that we're fully prepared 
for Daytona. 


Daytona will take a tremendous 
amount of horsepower, and the race 
will show if Honda has done their 
homework. We know by past history 
— the 24-hour races, for example — 
that Honda engines are dependable. 
But they haven't had to run the kind of 
horsepower necessary to win Daytona. 
We don’t know if we've upped the 
power output enough. We hope so. 
But it is trial and error because Honda 
is new to Daytona, basically. They 
haven't raced there in 10 years. We're 
trying to guess what we will need, and 
we're trying to second guess what we 
have. It’s a guessing game. We won't 
really know until we get on the speed- 
way at Daytona and test, to see what 
kind of top speeds we really have. I just 
can't give a good answer until we're 
there at Daytona. Time will tell. 


Steve McLaughlin/Team Honda/ 
four-stroke 


Steve will ride another Honda GP 
machine, and I’m sure he'll be going 
really well if the machine is fast 
enough. He's been off the GP bikes for 
awhile and he hasn't raced them real 
competitively in the last several years. 
So I think that Steve’s best showing will 
be in the Superbike race. Still, he'll go 
fast on the Formula One machine, but 
realistically he doesn’t have the miles 
in that class lately compared to the 
other riders so he will have to play 
catch up in the GP race. 


It is important to add that Honda 
assures me that if Steve and I don’t have 
the power we need to win Daytona, that 
by the end of the 1980 season we are 
going to have the power. We are just 
going to do as well as we can at Day- 
tona. We have a good chance already 
with the engines we've seen so far. But 
we'll be working on our bikes all year 
long and improving them. This is the 
first time Honda has raced Daytona in 
10 years, so the odds are against us 
more than any other team of riders. 
But Honda has given us tremendous 
backing and hopefully we can over- 
come the handicaps that we've started 
out with for Daytona. 
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The Superbike Production race 

The Daytona Superbike race is going 
to be the toughest ever in the history of 
the class, All of the major manufactur- 
ers except Yamaha are getting involved 
this year, where before the only factory- 
backed machines actually entered were 
Suzukis. Then Kawasaki jumped in 
with Freddie Spencer and Richard 
Schlachter late in the year. This year 
every manufacturer will be represented 
in some form or another. There are 
riders on salary now. There are better 
riders in the class. People are showing 
more interest in the class. We've got 
higher power machines, higher quality 
riders, and a tremendous amount of 
spectator interest. A huge amount of 
prestige went with winning Daytona 
last year. Yoshimura sold every Suzuki 
exhaust pipe they had after I won Day- 
tona on their bike. Suzuki sold lots of 
GS1000s. I made a lot of money. Every- 
body wants that win this year, includ- 
ing me. The Superbike race could be 
the toughest single race to win in the 
history of Daytona. Let's check out the 
competition: 

Team Yoshimura/Suzuki 

The Yoshimuras will have Dave Aldana, 
Graeme Crosby and 1979 Superbike 
Production Champion Wes Cooley 
riding their Superbike Suzukis. I under- 
stand that they've come up with a little 
more horsepower this year, and they've 
got three of the toughest riders going. 
I think that at Daytona, Aldana will 
be the fastest Yoshimura rider. That 
is, if they give him an equal machine. 
By my 1979 experience they probably 
won't all have the same horsepower. If 
they do, then I think it will be David as 
the hardest charger. Of course, Wes 
Cooley will be very fast, and he does 
very well at Daytona. Last year he was 
leading until he had brake trouble. 
Crosby will be new at Daytoaa but his 
ability is fantastic and with the power 
that Yoshimura machine has he 
should be right out front with every- 
body else. 

So Yoshimura is the rabbit that I 
think everybody else will be chasing in 
the Superbike race. They are going to 
be the toughest. But their organization 
is weak. They don't have too many 
mechanics, and they're on a rush-rush 
schedule just like we are at Honda. I 
understand that Pops might not be 
able to make it to Daytona (He won't 
... Editor.) and he is a key factor in 
that effort. So their organization may 
be lacking. They have Nabe (Suehiro 
Watanabe, chief mechanic), but he is 
really the only mechanic left over from 
last year. With that in mind, it could 
take away some of the advantage that 
Yoshimura had last year. 

Riders, they have three of the top 
riders. Horsepower, it’s obvious that 
they are going to be as fast if not faster 
than everybody else. Everybody has to 
try to catch up to their speed. But it’s 
going to come down to organization on 
their part, and I think that they're 
lacking a bit right now. 


They have an advantage in Suzuki 
factory support. They can get the 
special parts that a private person just 
can’t make or buy. The factory will 
make them, and the cost doesn’t really 
matter. For a privateer, if he needs a 
1001৩ different crankshaft or rod he 
can’t just go make it. A factory can go 
ahead and make special parts and 
special ignitions and cranks and 
clutches. 

Pops Yoshimura had good factory, 
support last year and it helped us a lot. 
This year I understand that he has a 
little more factory support. But you 
still have to have the men there to put 
the motorcycles together and I think 
that’s where he’s lacking right now. 
You can get all the support in the 
world from Japan, but if there's 
nobody here to assemble the engines 
they have no engines. 


Its a 50-50 deal. Last year I won 
Daytona because I rode well and I had 
the best mechanic there at that parti- 
cular time. And that same thing is 
gonna hold true for the Yoshimuras. 
Nabe can’t work on all three of the 
bikes. They are going to have to have 
some mechanics and I don’t know who 
they are. They could have problems. 

Then there is the bad will and ill 
feeling that their team practices create. 
They insist on having a number one 
rider, which means that they have to 
have a number two and a number 
three rider. In 1979 the selected num- 
ber one rider was Wes, and he got all 
the best stuff. For example, at Daytona 
1979 our machines were basically 
equal, but Wes had a couple horse- 
power advantage. But David Emde was 
the number three rider and he had a 
left-over-from-1978 machine that wasn’t 
nearly as good as ours. 

Team Moriwaki/Kawasaki 

I don’t know about Moriwaki's super- 
bike chassis but I know that his engine 
should be very powerful. I understand 
he has equivalent power to the Yoshi- 
mura machines, So his engines are 
going to be very fast, and they will be 
very tough competition at Daytona. 
Like I said, I have a lot of respect for 
Moriwaki. If he can put together a 
number one effort for Daytona, he is 
gonna be a problem. Both of his 
riders, Pat Eagan and Masaki Tokuno 
will be tough. Eagan always rides the 
wheels off everything he gets on, and 
the only reason nobody outside of Cali- 
fornia has heard of him is that he has 
never had a decent Superbike ride. I’ve 
seen that guy ride since he brought his 
Triumph half-miler out to the club 
races in about 1975, and he is very good. 
If he didn’t ride trashy bikes all the 
time he could win some races. With 
Moriwaki maybe he'll be able to get a 
good ride in. 

Tokuno went fast at Suzuka, qualify- 
ing second fastest, but crashed. And 
that was a Japanese track he had ex- 
perience on. The trouble with Japanese 
riders coming to Daytona for the first 
time is that they tend to try so hard to 
do well that they get in over their 
heads and crash in a banzai attack. 
Maybe Tokuno can keep his cool and 
not do that. 

Still, the Daytona speedway is a sim- 
ple track but very difficult to go real 
fast on. Experience is going to show 
there. Tokuno hasn't ridden there, 
and neither has Eagan. That will be 
a tremendous factor as far as they're 
concerned. As far as confidence goes, 
going into corners, because like I said, 
the track surface is different than that 
of any other racetrack in the world. I've 
never raced on a racetrack that has the 
same kind of surface. You have to 
build your confidence up there and I 
think that your confidence comes with 
experience at Daytona. 


Team Kawasaki 

Team Kawasaki will have Gregg 
Hansford of Australia and Eddie Law- 
son riding bikes prepared by Donny 
Dove with advice from Randy Hall. 
The new bikes have trick heads on 
engines built by the Kawasaki factory, 
with two spark plugs per cylinder. 
Kawasakis sometimes have problems 
finishing races. The bikes last year 
seemed to be fast and handle relatively 
well. 


I've done battle with Gregg Hansford 
before at Daytona and he’s probably 
one of the most respected competitors 
there. He is one of the hardest brakers 
in the history of grabbing motorcycle 
brakes. He’s a very strong rider and 
never gives up. He’s going to be a very 
tough competitor if Kawasaki has the 
power for Daytona. They haven't had 
the power in the past. They haven't 
had quite enough power but Hansford 
should add a couple horsepower to 
their motorcycle. I think Hansford will 

















Kawasaki Motors Superbike

Suspension is handled by special S&W shocks at the rear while the 
front end is basically standard KZ1000 Mk. II with some modifications 


to the damping. 


Like almost everyone else, the factory uses the 31mm Keihin CR 
carburetors. These feed the heads which have been ported and 
polished by Jerry Branch and modified to use two spark plugs per 
cylinder. Valves are opened by special camshafts supplied by 
Kawasaki Japan. Ignition is handled on one bike by special Kawasaki 
CDI and by total loss system on the other bike using standard Mk. || 
parts. Yoshimura pistons apply pressure to the standard Mk. || crank- 
shaft. Power flow through the close-ratio gearbox is transmitted by a 
standard shaft drive clutch. Both bikes use Kerker exhaust systems. 

Riding one of the Kawasakis will be the Australian Gregg Hansford. 
If there is anyone who can consistently outbrake him, we want to 
know who he is. Backing up Hansford is the southern Caiifornia rocket 
who has established lap records at every track he raced, on both his 
TZ250 and now on his Superbike, Eddie Lawson. 


be the strongest member of the Kawa- 
saki team. Lawson may be good but 
I'll go with Hansford being Kawasaki's 
fastest rider at Daytona. 

The Kawasaki Superbikes were fast 
last year, but I think it was more accel- 
eration and handling. I don't know if 
they have the brute horsepower to go 
down the long straightaway. When we 
got on the faster tracks, when we went 
to Pocono my lap times were about four 
seconds a lap quicker than the second 
quickest guy, and that was with a long 
straightaway, so I think that Kawasaki 
may be lacking on that brute horse- 
power to go down the long straights. I 
have yet to see that kind of power from 
Kawasaki. 

Team Honda 


Riding with me on the Team Honda 
Superbikes will be Steve McLaughlin 





and Freddie Spencer. I can't say enough 
about how Honda is treating their rid- 
ers. This year Honda increased my 
salary by about 1000% compared to 
what Suzuki paid me to ride the Yoshi- 
mura machines last year. I'm getting 
paid very good money, and this puts a 
big smile on my face and gives me 
more confidence and fewer headaches. 

Last year I made an awful lot of 
money riding for the Yoshimuras, but 
based on prize money, not salary. This 
year Honda has guaranteed me more 
money before the season starts than I 
won all last year. Plus I get my prize 
money and bonus money. Honda is 
taking the pressure off its riders by pay- 
ing them a salary that they can live with 
and they can travel with, enough 
money to support a family and a home 
and not be in a financial pressure situa- 











tion. Honda has a great deal of respect 
for motorcycle racing and motorcycle 
racers. 

Honda people in Japan told me that 
their company was based on competi- 
tion and racing, and that they wanted 
to pay their riders well because a 71075 
career was far too short. That was an 
outlook I'd never heard before from 


any motorcycle manufacturer, and it. 


made me feel quite good to be on the 
team. Steve and Freddie feel the same 
way. 

Our job is. to beat the Yoshimuras. 
Right now, Pops is king, and I’ve 
switched brands. Honda is a very good 
company and nothing would please 
me more than to dethrone Pops and 
his stronghold on the Daytona Super- 
bike race. I want to win that race again. 


Just as in the case of the GP bikes, 
the question is time. I know that my 
Honda Superbike is better than any 
other superbike I've ever ridden in 
both brakes and handling. It steers 
quick like a 250. It stops like nothing 
I've ever ridden. It definitely has Okt 
Brakes, and Oki means big in Japanese. 
About the power, I'm not so sure. I 
know it is close to what we had with 
Yoshimura last year, but is it close 
enough? Can we get more before Day- 
tona? I don't know. I hope so. 

Between Steve and myself we’ve won 
three Daytona Superbike races. Steve 
knows Daytona. Freddie ran a Ducati 


in fourth at Daytona last year until it- 


broke, and he was hurting on horse- 
power. If we have the power, my stiffest 
competition could come from my own 
teammates. If we don’t have the same 
or more power as everyone else, noth- 
ing we do will win that race, unless 
everybody else blows up or crashes. 
Power is where it is at. We'll know 
soon enough. 


Team Racecrafters/ Kawasaki 

Team Racecrafters is Harry Klinz- 
mann on a Racecrafters Kawasaki. I've 
known Harry for a long time, and I 
helped him when he first started racing. 
I've always really like Harry and the 
only disadvantage he has is that his 
legs are too long. If he can keep those 
things out of the breeze, he’s gonna be 
a threat at Daytona. He's just gonna get 
better and better. The whole point is if 
Racecrafters can get his bike up to 
speed. I don’t know why, but I never 
heard anything about their machine. 
Last year part way through the season 
their bike was starting to perform quite 
well; Steve McLaughlin was riding for 
them. I just don’t know what they've 
got this year. But I know that Harry’s 
got the ability to ride right up front. 


Chuck Parme/Kawasaki 

Chuck Parme, on a private Kawasaki 
tuned by his brother Larry, is without 
a doubt the most potent unsponsored 
rider in the country. At Sears Point 
last year, Chuck finished fifth, beating 
a lot of fast guys including Reg Prid- 
more. Larry has one of the most 
organized and effective race prepara- 
tion and preventative maintenance 
programs in racing, and Chuck’s bike 
is always immaculate and very fast. It 
handles good, too. Parme is top 10 
material, easy, even though he is a new 
rider to Daytona. 


Other guys 


Somebody I haven't talked about, 
like John Bettencourt on the Yoshi- 
mura East Suzuki or Roberto Pietri on 
a non-factory, back-door-support Hon- 
da will probably show up near the 
front, just to show that I don’t know 
everything. OK. I’m no astrologer. I 
have no crystal ball. I can only guess 
according to what I know and believe, 
and that is what I’ve done here. 

Remember, they hold races to settle 
this kind of argument, to figure out 
who really will win. 

I plan to be there in winner’s circle 
again this year. See you there. e 
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THE YZ’S SUSPENSION 
IS SO EASY, 


IT’S LIKE DIALING 
FOR DOLLARS.

If you're the kind of rider 
who likes to tinker and tinker 
with his suspension, the 1980 
YZ’s may be a big disappoint- 
ment. One of the YZ’s most 
sophisticated and efficient 
features is its simplicity. 

Not only are the front 
forks and remote-reservoir 
Monoshock really easy to 
adjust, but you'll be surprised 
how little they need to be 
adjusted after they're set 
up right. 

SOME GOLDEN RULES. 
Yamaha riders won the 125 
class and swept the first 
three places in the 250 class 











of the tough CMC Golden 
State Series this January. 

Seven races. Six different 
courses. Two class champion- 
ships. All on production 
Monoshockers using the same 
basic suspension setup in each 
race. You'll find the winning 
numbers on the chart. 

These setups seem to 
work for just about everyone 
bigger than Tom Thumb and 
smaller than King Kong. No 


matter where or how they ride. 


So they should work for you. 


GO BY THE BOOK. 
Before you start dialing in 
these numbers on your front

THE WEIGH TO WIN. 
From the chart, you'll see the 
first thing you need to do is 
hop on the scales wearing 
your riding gear. The numbers 
you dial in depend on your 
weight and the YZ you ride. 

Let’s start up front. First, 
prop your YZ off the floor on 
a milk crate or other suitable 
device, to take the weight 
off the front and rear wheels. 

Fork tube height is easy 
to adjust. Just loosen the 
pinch bolts (3) on the fork 
crown and the triple clamp. 
Then slide the fork tubes to 
the desired distance above 

~ the crown (4). 

Measuring the fork oil 
level is much easier and more 
accurate with the Kayaba 
tool (5). All the instructions — 
for measuring the oil level 
and making sure the levels 
are exactly even in both 
tubes —come with the tool. 

And no matter which YZ 
you pilot, or how big you are, 
use 10W Yamalube and no 
air pressure in your forks. 
ADVANCE TOTHE REAR. 
To get your rear end going 
as fast as your front, you 
have to get the Monoshock 
rebound dampening, spring 
set length (spring preload) 
and nitrogen pressure all 
working in harmony with 
each other and the front 
suspension. 

Adjusting the spring set 
length means tightening or 
loosening the preload (6) so 
that the spring is compressed

Is Kenny Roberts as good as everyone 
says he is? 

Yes. Absolutely yes. He’s capable of 
always riding to the point of no return 
— and always returning! 

How do you feel about four-strokes 
competing in the 200? 

I think the sound of the four-strokes 
will bring back the excitement and 
drama the 200 was noted for back in 
the Nixon/Rayborn/Mann days, As for 
competitiveness with the lightning quick 
Yamahas, although we're restricted, 
well — I don’t think it’ll be a match. I 
think the faster Superbike riders like 
Cooley and Pierce are capable of put- 
ting ‘em up front in the early running, 
but grueling mile after mile racing will 
eventually detune their aggressiveness. 
The weight disadvantage will be a com- 
mon hindrance and will effect tire 
wear and rider endurance. But these 
are only my opinions that are based on 
having watched Sueprbikes in 100-mile 
races. I actually have very little experi- 
ence in actually racing them. I won 
the 750cc class at Laguna Seca in my 
Junior year, riding a Triumph Trident. 
And last year David Aldana teamed 
up with me to race a factory Honda in 
Japan. I unloaded in the Japanese race 
and had to push the bike about a mile 
back to the pits. Believe me, I know 
how heavy they are. 

But me and Elmer might just have 
to eat a page of the paper for lunch if 
one of those mighty whoom-bahs comes 
out of the woodwork and wins Daytona! 
It could possibly happen, and in trying 
to do’so I’m sure we'll see some of the 
best racing at Daytona in years. 

As far as the spectators are con- 
cerned, they'll definitely be getting their 
money's worth of racing enjoyment 
what with entries from Honda, Suzuki, 
Kawasaki and, of course, Yamaha. Not 
to mention the fact that we’re back to 
the point where the bike that enters 
winner's circle could be based on a bike 
sitting in the Speedway's parking lot. 
Brand idenfitication and model iden- 
tification is important to many specta- 
tors and this year’s 200 will be the first 
in nearly a decade to provide that 
needed part of our sport. 

While I feel that his new formula will 
be a definite plus, I must say that I 
hope the AMA tech people are on their 
toes when checking things like the oil 
lines on the four-strokes. They've been 
on top of things in the past and their 
efficiency makes it a safer go for every- 
one competing. 

In the past you’ve voiced conern 
about some of the “slow guys” who 
take part in the 200. Care to com- 
ment now? 

Well, first off, the so-called slow guys 
that qualify have just as much right on 
the track as the fast guys. What I would 
like to see is the slow guys be a little 
more respectful of the faster riders. I’ve 
been annoyed many times when lap- 
ping traffic with guys taking more 
than their share of the track even though 
they're going perhaps 30% slower. 
This is a major problem at some of the 
tight, twisty tracks. It’s really not a big 
problem at Daytona because if you 
have the ponies then you got the room! 
Will we see Elmer at Daytona this 
year? 

Definitely. But he’ll be Elmer II, a 
much better disciplined and better 
show-trained version of the original 
Elmer. 

Will we see Dale Singleton and Elmer 
II in winner’s circle at Daytona on 
March 9? 

You can count on it. If you don’t, we 
may have to eat this page of the paper

Testing the Yamaha XS850G was an experience 
that ranged from exhileration to depression. 
Exhileration was when the sun peeked through 
the clouds and we got to go riding. Depression 


was when the rain and the south- 
ern California hillsides were 
coming down seven days straight 
and the torquey triple had to sit, 
just a couple hundred feet from this 
very typewriter. 

Yamaha punched its shaft-drive 750 
triple to 826cc for 1980, gave it adjust- 
able air/spring forks and highly adjust- 
able rear shocks. 

What they've created, we feel, is an 
impressive touring/commuter machine. 
You might seek another machine if 
your intent is Mach 2 on twisty canyon 
roads, but if you want to hit the Inter- 
states in search of, say, Daytona, read 
on. 

First impressions are good; the ma- 
chine appears well-detailed. Its black/ 
bronze finish is stately if not terribly 
colorful. The stepped seat is plush and 
comfy and the 4.5-gallon fuel tank 
narrows near the seat. 


Throw a leg over and you'll discover 
that the XS850 is tall, but not unrea- 
sonably so. Also, swinging the bike 
from side to side gives the impression 
that a lot of the weight (claimed weight 
is 531 pounds) is carried high on the 
bike. 


With the choke full on, it takes 
several stabs at the starter before things 
come to life, if the bike’s reasonably 
cold. The choke is a two-stage mechan- 
ism which eliminates much of the 
balky performance associated with last 
year’s models when they were cold. 
Now you simply let the bike warm up 


to the point where all the lubricants 
are moving about, then ride off. After 
a few minutes the choke should be 
moved to its halfway point, which 
allows the bike to warm up without the 
usual stalling. When the Yamaha is 
warm and happy — about 7-10 minutes 
of riding did the trick for us — turn 
the choke completely off. 


The first time out on the XS850 we 
were impressed and then some by the 
triple’s tractor-like torque. The ride 
was jerky at slow speeds when we first 
started out, but then the throttle hand 
made the necessary adjustments and 
there were no more problems. 


Around town the bike would burble 
happily and accelerate evenly from 
2,000 rpm and short shifting became 
the order of the left toe. 


Winding up to the 9,000 rpm red- 
line produces no surges along the way 
and acceleration is hard but without 
the breathtaking suddeness of the 
triple’s big brother, the XS11. Unless 
you've spent the last 10 years on an 
cafe racer though, you'll just want to 
let the bike torque its merry way along 
and cruise comfortably. 


If you're used to smaller bikes, that 
merry cruising business can get you in 
trouble if you don’t watch the speedo 
needle. One staffer, just keeping an 
eye on the scenery — mostly lady 
runners — had a flashing red light pop 
up in the mirror. The police officer 
politely noted that he had been run- 
ning 10-18 mph over the speed limit

and could he possibly pay more atten- 
tion to his rate of forward progress in 
relation to posted limits? 

Posted limits aside, the XS850 is 
barely pulling 4000 rpm in fifth gear 
at the national double nickel maximum. 
A comfortable cruising speed, assum- 
ing the coast is clear, is in the vicinity 
of 75 mph. 

Distance and the XS850 go well to- 
gether. A lot of miles go by before the 
seat starts to bother the rider’s rear. 
The stepped saddle is plushly padded 
and nice to buns, even those belonging 
to touring novices. 

Three Hitachi HSC34 constant velo- 
city carbs suck up the gas in a miserly 
way perfect for $1.30 per gallon gaso- 
line. We got right around 50 mpg for 
all-around use; a little lower in city 
riding. 

Handling was fine during our brief 
test. The frame was strong and stable 
and no major quirks were encountered. 
However, shutting the gas off causes 
the front suspension to dive like a 
falling brick, and cornering was 
always more comfortable with the gas 
on. 
The triple wobbled a bit on freeway 
rain grooves, but the problem was 
virtually unnoticeable in comparison 
to the machine's little brother, the 650 
twin we tested last year. Much of the 
credit goes to the tubeless 3.25H x 19 
and 4.50H x 17 Bridgestone tires. 

We didn’t get much of a chance to 
play with the multi-adjustable suspen- 
sion. Forks were left at their standard 
5.7 psi setting and were quite accept- 
able for general use. If you have some 
hard riding planned, you might want 
to stiffen the air pressure to try and 
offset the power-off front end dive. 
Because of the plushness, we liked the 
rear shocks set on soft damping/soft 
preload for freeway jaunts. Heavier 
riders will probably want to crank up 
the damping (there are four different 








settings) and those going two-up will 
want to up the preload setting (five 
possibilities). 

Yamaha has listened to the moan- 
ing about inadequate headlights, and 
done something about it on the 850. 
Its quartz-halogen unit is OK on low 
beam, and the next-best-thing-to-sun- 
shine on high. A welcome improve- 
ment. 

Yamaha put dual horns on the 
XS850, but we don’t think they speak 
loud enough at freeway speeds. 

Gear ratios on the bike were well 
spaced and, as we mentioned before, 
allow for comfortable riding at inter- 
state speeds. Shifting was easy, but the 
jump from first to second had to be 
done with thought or there was a notice- 
able clunk. 

Brakes (double disc front, single disc 
rear) were first rate. They were very 
strong, but showed no tendency towards 
lock-up, even in panic stops. 

Detailing and attention to rider 
comfort rank high. Grips are comfort- 
able, levers are the easy-to-use dogleg 
type, and the peg/seat/handlebar ar- 
rangement allows a comfortable riding 
position. But the kickstarter limits the 
amount of moving around the rider 
can do comfortably. 


The fork lock is incorporated into 
the steering head, instead of the way 
we like to see it, as part of the ignition 
switch. In operation, the fork lock often 
proved to be stubbon, with jiggling of 
the handlebars usually required to get 
the unit in and out of the locked 
position. 

To sum things up, what do you get 
when you exchange coin for an 
XS850G? You get a vibration-free, 
civilized-yet-powerful motor, minimal 
maintenance shaft drive, and other 
good features in a decent-handling 
package. If you're going places, or 
want to, check it out. e

New Yamaha Black 
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The big daddy of road racing 


here in the U.S. — that’s Day- 
tona, of course — is just around 
the corner. A few years ago, it 


looked as though Daytona would far 
out-class any other road race in the 
world with the surge of 750cc machines. 
But something happened along the 
way, at least in Europe, to keep the 
500s the main class. 

Daytona, however, still ranks as the 
biggest in America when it comes to 
pavement racing even though the 
750cc class is no longer just a 750cc 
class. With the addition of the 1000cc 
four-stroke and 500cc two-stroke bikes 
in the 200 miler this year the race 
remains unique. 

If another new trend continues, we 
will find in the not-too-distant future 
more dirt tracking than road racing in 
Florida in early March. The days ap- 
pear gone for good where we find the 
same cast of entrants riding both dirt 
and road racing. Daytona this year in 
the main events will have only one or 
two riders at best that do both and do 
them well enough to be given a second 
thought. 

Daytona has long been called Speed 
Week. Now it is Florida that is really 
the Speed Week. It boasts about every 
type of racing that pays dollars, except 
aTT. 

The road racing entry list has riders 
from more than a dozen different 
countries, including the '79 Formula 
750 Champ, Pat Pons from France 
and other names that are more familiar 
in Europe than they are here. But all 
are pure road racers. 

There is no reason to try and guess 
who the front runners will be in the 
Novice final. Since Freddie Spencer 
breezed through, it has been generally 
the typical Novice, known in his own 
area but starting his scrapbook with a 
possible win at Daytona. 

The 250cc Expert 100-miler last 
year ranks as one of the best. It went 
down to the final turn between Spencer 
and Skip Aksland with Aksland play- 
ing a trump card in traffic to prevent a 
photo finish. 

Skip, like many others in recent years, 
has now given up the dirt tracks to de- 
vote full time to road racing, mainly in 
Europe. 

Spencer will contest the 250cc event 
once again and have only one or two 
foreign riders to keep him company in 
what should be a very predictable 
finish on the same machine that came 
within inches of the win last year behind 
the lone factory Yamaha entered. 

Two events that are getting the most 
bench-racing attention at this time are 
the Superbike Production event and 
the 200 miler. 

It is no secret that Daytona is a pure 
and raw horsepower track from start 
to finish. No rider of salt ever down- 
shifts to low gear. 

In past seasons, it has not been un- 
usual to find Daytona Superbike 
winners not winning on the shorter 
courses such as Laconia, Sears Point 
and Laguna Seca. 

But the stage for some interesting 
action is already assured with the 
finger-pointing going on between the 
defending champs, the Yoshimura 
Suzukis and the new Honda factory 
entries. 











If you can believe what you read in 
the paper, Honda has bought off all 
the good Suzuki mechanics, zapped 
Freddie Spencer away from Kawasaki, 
etc., etc. 

Poor old Pops Yoshimura got into 
visa troubles when he went to Japan 
and may or may not get back in time 
to see his troops try for three in a row. 
(At presstime it was announced that 
Pops’ health will keep him from attend- 
ing Daytona... Editor.) 

The first time Honda came to Day- 
tona, back in the mid-sixties, their 
little 450cc twins broke the Junior track 
record by over five miles an hour and 
had the Junior 100-miler in the bag 
until the wrong tire wore out halfway 
through the race. 

The second time they came, this 
time with 750s, they won it all. Con- 
trary to today’s reports they won with a 
last minute addition to the team and 
not one of the three hand-picked 
foreign riders. Dick Mann was the man. 

Now they are back with veterans 


Ron Pierce and Steve McLaughlin, 
both Daytona Superbike winners. The 
third man is Spencer who totally domi- 
nated the Superbike class last year 
after Daytona and after he jumped 
aboard the Kawasaki. 

Pierce and Spencer are on the quiet 
side, but Steve could stir up the pot if 
he was all alone in the middle of the 
Sahara desert. The pot is stirring, and 
we're off and running for the Superbike 
event between Suzuki and Honda. 

In the 200, some of the Superbike 
riders will ride machines with 
production-based motors against the 
750cc GP bikes. 

Kenny Roberts is back after two 
years, missing last year due to injury. 
There is no other road racer in the 
world that can run with Kenny at Day- 
tona when the Yamaha four is running 
right. This year will be no exception. 

Few people remember that when he 
won at Daytona in '78, he lapped the 
entire field! 

Guys like Ronnie Jones can make

him eat dust on a dirt track, but no- 
body is going to come close on March 9 
— with one possible exception. 

Kenny was quoted recently in a Los 
Angeles paper stating that in cycle 
road racing he never had to use his 
rear view mirrors because nobody ever 
passed him. I guess that is true. 

But what the heck, the 200 miler 
was a bore the last time Kenny raced 
it. So just to make it interesting, 1605 at 
least give him some competition for 
the first 100 miles. 

That competition could and should 
be, Freddie Spencer. The rookie Na- 
tional road race rider. Laugh if you 
want, but remember where you read it. 

To say that Freddie does not have 
the experience is false. He has more 
road racing experience than any other 
rider entered in the 200 miler. That’s a 
fact. 

Then add the fact that the riders all 
have long stated that the Daytona track 
is the easiest of all the courses to ride. 
You just need lots of ponies. 


And when the green flag drops, hold onto your seat. Because you're going to witness 
some of the fastest, most hair-raising racing on two wheels. 
Superbikers know only one way to ride. 


Wide open. 


And with over |,000 cc's under their tanks, that means blasting down straights at well 
over |50 mph and knee scraping through turns at speeds most of us would never even 





















































Over the years, a lot of non-factory 
riders have been able to stay in con- 
tention for the first 100 miles. But for 
many reasons it changes during the 
last 100, the 100, that really counts. 

Spencer will have a proven Yamaha 
for the 200. So will Skip Aksland; so 
will Dale Singleton. The first 100 can 
and will be very interesting. 

Comparing Spencer and Roberts at 
the same stage, Spencer is way ahead 
in road racing experience and winning 
performances. But Kenny has gone on 
to perhaps become the best of all time. 
What kind of race will these two put 
on in a couple of years? 

Kenny finds himself in much the 
same situation as he did at Houston. 
He is the guy to point to. He is the guy 
to beat. He is the rabbit, so to speak. 

How will the “production” bikes do 
against the GP 750s? Some will finish 
in the standings fairly high but will not 
be front spot contenders. 

We have watched them every year 
down the chutes, running from 15 to 


dream of. 


Needless to say, these guys are hot. 





20 miles an hour slower than what it 
takes to win. 

A long time road race backer point- 
ed something out to me at Houston 
that bears looking for when they com- 
bine the two types of machines on the 
fast high banks of Daytona. 

When a 750cc two-stroke has engine 
trouble it pulls off or stops without too 
much hassle. But when a big four 
stroker lets go it drops oil and parts 
onto the track, More than one will let 
go on March 9, and oil has long been 
the most feared problem for any fast 
road racer, 

Roberts to win his second 200 miler, 
Spencer to win his lightweight 100 
miler and Spencer to give Roberts a 
run in the 200 — early. 

Superbike winner? Suzuki comes in 
with a tried and proven formula, and 
Honda is always willing to spend more 
than the rest to do it right to be a 
winner. Words do not a winner make. 
Both teams are loaded and a fast 
Kawasaki may be lurking in the 





background to solve the debate. You 
pick this one. ৬

He lost it at the movies 


Last year a bunch of us Holly- 
woodland dirt bikers pitched in 
to help make a movie called Do 
it in the Dirt. My share of the 
deal was supposed to be 10% of the 
television sale, if any. Producer Matt 
Cimber signed the contract with such 
alacrity that I should have known I 
could have asked 50%. Fifty percent 
of zero is nothing to a movie producer. 

Making the movie is everything, as I 
learned in my six-month stretch on 
location. Everybody has a job, they 
can say they are working. One thing 
can lead to another; you never know. 
Cimber and his associates exploited 
this hope to the hilt. Few of us got, or 
ever will get paid. 

What is worse, as far as all of us are 
concerned, is that the picture will 
probably never be shown around these 
parts. At this very moment Do it in the 
Dirt, or Acer en el polvo or whatever 
they call it in Arabic, is probably show- 
ing in some foreign country, where 
there is a hunger for American movies 
that makes our local B picture market 
look anemic. 

My job was “wrangler.” I wrangled 
the 10 motorcycles provided by 
Ammex, Maico, Husqvarna, Kawasaki 
and Yamaha — hauled them back and 
forth from set to safekeeping each 
morning and night, kept them run- 
ning and tried to keep the cast and 
crew from killing themselves on them. 

This was supposed to have been a 
“quickie shoot,” but it went on for six 
months, If I hadn’t insisted on taking 
my toys home in time to ride to Day- 
tona we might still be out on some 
dusty dirtpile, destroying motorcycles. 

A few months later they showed me 
the final work print. All the scenes had 
been cut together and you could make 
out some of the dialogue. The sound 
quality didn’t matter, since it would 
all be dubbed in later anyway. 

It turned out to be a pretty good 
movie — realistic, fast, dramatic and 
funny. 

All I asked was a print, or even a 
videotape of the finished picture so we 
could throw a party, my treat, and 
invite all the motorcycle folk who gave 
so generously of their time and equip- 
ment to make the movie. This would 
have been a pretty big party, since 
hundreds of dirt riders and about a 
dozen motorcycle businesses had come 
through for the producers. 

But my calls went unreturned. Soon 
the number was no longer working 
and their office on Hollywood Boule- 
vard was bare, no forwarding address. 
A few weeks later, Cimber was being 
sought by reporters from the Los 
Angeles Times in regard to a book he 
was said to have published called “The 
Best Doctors in America.” The Times 
couldn’t find him either. By this time 
Cimber was probably in Hong Kong 
with our picture. 

So that is perphaps the last we will 
see of the movie Do it in the Dirt, or 
our money. However, if you are travel- 
ing in China sometime and you happen 
to see a movie poster with Frank 
Sinatra, Jr. on a Husky 250 or catch a 
glimpse of a blue Ammex and 
Yamaha, a green Kawasaki or a red 
Maico Magnum, buy a ticket. You 
may see someone you know up there 
on the scratchy screen. 


Charles Clayton 
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America’s “bionic” MXer talks about his new 
ride on Team Suzuki, his reasons for leaving 
Honda and the people who manage his life

It is a wet February night — 7 p.m., to be exact — when I reach Marty 
Smith’s house, where he lives with his long-time girlfriend, Nancy. 
The house is located on the top of a hill in an affluent surburban 
neighborhood, which overlooks the rest of San Diego. From here you 
can see nearby Mission Bay. “And on a real nice day,” Marty indicated, 
pointing between a telephone pole and a tree, “you can even see 
Coronado Island.” 

And somehwere in the city, from where Marty’s house is located, 
are his two condominiums, which are valued (states Smith) at over 
$350,000 each. Then there ts his own house, which Marty satd was re- 
cently appraised at over $300,000. Add to that two Porsches (a Turbo 
Carrera and a Targa that he wants to sell), two mint-pickups, a van, a 
dunebuggy, three-wheelers, a Yamaha RD-400 Daytona Special, a 
mini-motorhome and matching trailer, a recently ended six-year 
career with Honda and a brand new contract with Suzuki, and you 
can see how Marty Smith — at age 23 — got to the top of the hill. 

But despite the lucrative contracts, money and expensive toys, 
Marty’s position in life has tts moments in need of fulfillment. He was 
at the top of the motocross world with two 125cc National MX Cham- 
ptonships in 1974 and ’75 and an Open class crown later in 1977, a 
reputation which earned him the title of “Bionic Motocrosser” given 
by Motocross Action magazine. But then came Bob Hannah in 1976, 
who took away Marty’s 125cc championship. Marty then went to 
Europe to contest the 125cc World MX Championship, and at just 19, 
proved to be a potentially serious threat to then-ruler Gaston Rahier; 
but Marty didn’t care for the heavy travel, strange languages or low 
purse money. 

Injuries later hobbled Smith even more, along with allegedly poor 
management by Team Honda and equally poor performance by their 
works bikes, forcing Marty to ride modified stock bikes and later 
machines provided by Mugen for Open class racing. 

Such moves fatled to improve his performance, and eventually Marty 
Smith faded from the mainstream of motocross popularity. Fans no 
longer found Smith a bankable commodity for their enthusiasm; and 
by age 23 Marty had virtually hit rock-bottom by the time he quit 
Honda last year. 

It’s apparent that despite past glories and a bionic reputation, not 
to mentzon lots of money, certain “equalizing” experiences have taken 
their toll on Marty Smith. He could retire if he wants to and never do 


30 another day’s work in his life, ever, and leave the woes of motocross 
7v 


behind. But Marty doesn’t want to give up so easily; in fact, only a 
couple of days before this interview, he had signed a one-year contract 
with Suzuki to ride in the Open class for them. That came only the day 
after Marty had been released from the hospital, where he had his 
appendix removed. 


Other companies, namely Maico and Husqvarna, tried their hands 
at courting Marty after he had parted with Honda. But Marty settled 
on Suzuki, a move which has given him good reason to believe that he 
will rise back to the top of U.S. Motocross. That just may go to show 
that while money may not be everything, just the chance of winning 
at least one more National Championship may be everything to 
Marty Smith. 

A brief tour of Marty and Nancy’s home proves to be a reflection of 
the man who 25, in some respects, still but a boy of 16. Worth about 
1.2 million, Marty admits that he doesn't like to read, as he shows off 
his “junk room” to me, with a table covered with a broken-down slot 
car set and a semt-demolished model Porsche (“I made this when I 
had hurt my hip,” he said as he displayed the pieces.) 

In the same room ts a couch, piled high with riding leathers, shoul- 
der and chest pads and other racing jerseys and gear, some used only 
once before they were tossed into the pile. There is also a collection of 
magnum-sized champagne bottles, representing his past wins on the 
National MX trail. 

In Marty’s bedroom is a collection of trophies, dating from the 
beginning of his racing career. Over his bed 25 a picture of the Holy 
Saviour. Marty is a non-practicing Catholic, but he believes, anyway. 

The rest of the house ts rather simply furnished, yet well-appointed. 
Marty has a stereo system that pumps out 300 watts per channel 
through two sets of almost chest-high speakers which dispense during 
the evening of our combined interview-dinner-pool game a variety of 
tunes by the Stones, Led Zeppelin and Elvis Costello, among others. I 
get the impression that under Nancy’s hand the house retains a domes- 
ticated look, very much like the way Marty's retired fire captain 
father manages Marty’s financial holdings. 

Marty 25 well taken care of. 

A look in the back yard reveals a swimming pool, a hot tub that 
Marty ts building, a punching bag that he regularly works out on. 
And a look over the fence towards the front yard gives you a view of 
Mission Bay. And somewhere out on the dark horizon, yes, you can 
imagine that Coronado Island is there, between the tree and the tele- 
phone pole. 





Do you consider yourself pretty for- 
tunate about your racing career? 
Yeah. Everything I've got is from rac- 
ing. I’ve had a couple of bad years, but 
I really can’t complain. 

You mentioned that towards the end 
of your contract with Honda, they 
didn’t seem to care about you. But 
when they first signed you they 
must’ve been really happy to have you. 
Back then, when they signed me, 
Dennis Blanton was the race manager, 
and he was a damned good one. He 
really kept the team close. Then we 
got another guy — I don’t know — 
and all the trading and changing 
managers and all the people in the 
offices just made the team get farther 
and farther apart. 

Was it because of any personal dif- 
ferences among the racers? 

No. When Dennis was there, the team 
would all get together and do some- 
thing, like go to Mexico, That was 
great. Everybody had a good time and 
enjoyed everybody's company. The last 
couple of years that I was with Honda, 
it got to be that everybody could have 
cared less. 

Gunnar Lindstrom has been the 
manager lately, couldn’t he do any- 
thing? 

Gunnar did a good job, but he has to 
do things according to the way the 
people who hired him wanted him to 
do. So whether we liked it or not — or 
whether he liked it or not — he had to 
do it. It seemed that they were putting 
more of their efforts into the TT and 
road racing part of the racing pro- 
gram than into motocross. 

I could see it coming. I've been with 
Honda longer than anyone else. I knew 
what it was like when I began and I 
knew what it was like when I was just 
getting ready to quit...Six years with 
Honda; that’s longer than anybody has 
been with any other team. It was really 
hard for me to take because I didn't 
want to quit Honda. There were still a 
lot of people there who were my friends. 
But when this is the only way that you 
can make a living, then you gotta do 
what's best. 

That's the thing that I’m really 
happy with about Suzuki. It seems like 
a total union of people over there. It’s 
completely different. Everybody is there 
to help everybody else. When I went 
up there to sign the contract, I got a 
warm feeling when I went in there. 
They say that you meet the nicest people 
on a Honda... well it’s the other way 
around. You meet the nicest people on 
a Suzuki.

When you left Honda, they didn’t 
fire you and it didn’t have anything 
to do with your performance? 

No. We couldn’t come to any decent 
terms. They weren't happy with what I 
wanted, and I wasn’t happy with what 
they wanted to give me. 

What can you say about your Suzuki 
contract? 

It’s a good contract. It’s about like any 
contract that you sign. It’s just that

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Hayes announces Governor's 
support of new Sagebrush 
Rebellion bill 


SACRAMENTO, CA, MAR. 3 

Assemblyman Bob Hayes (R-San Fernando) today applauded the Gov- 
ernor’s actions in his support of the new Sagebrush Rebellion bill, AB 
2302. 

“After extensive negotiations, the office of the Governor and my 
office reached agreement where we will amend provisions of AB 1407, 
the original Sagebrush Rebellion bill, into my AB 2302, the California 
State Lands Use Planning Bill,” Hayes said. 

AB 2302 requires the State Lands Commission to develop a master 
plan for the use of all public lands within its jurisdiction. It also allows 
that monies raised on state lands by the State Lands Commission be 
used by the State Lands Commission to improve the quality of the 
land under the jurisdiction. One percent of that money is to be returned 
to the counties in lieu of property tax. 

The new Sagebrush Rebellion provision of the bill will require that 
the study now be conducted jointly between the Attorney General, 
California State Lands Commission and the Governor's Office of Plan- 
ning and Research. The study will be expanded not only to include the 
legal aspects of the Sagebrush Rebellion, but also the economic and 
environmental impact of state ownership of these lands. Upon com- 
pletion of this study, if the study so does indicate, the Attorney General 
is instructed to take all steps necessary to vest the title of these lands 
in the State of California. And finally the State Lands Commission will 
assume control over these lands and may not dispose of any of these 
lands without the express permission of the Legislature. This involves 
roughly 18 to 20 percent of the State of California; 16% million acres 
under the jurisdiction of the Department of Interior’s Bureau of Land 
Management. 

“With this new action and the firm commitment from the Governor's 
office to sign the new bill (AB 2302), I will drop my override on AB 
1407," said Hayes.

Committee on Mar. 25, 1980. :

multiple use, while HR 5578, intro- 
duced by Phillip Burton (D-Calif), 
would provide for more wilderness re- 
view. Both bills have evolved from the 
Forest Service's RARE II, completed 
in 1979. The principle difference in the 
two bills involves a sensitive issue known 


as “release language.” Simply put, re- . 


lease language would permit those areas 
identified by RARE II as non-wilderness 
to be removed from future wilderness 
consideration which is exactly what 
RARE II was designed to do. HR 5586 
contains the language, while HR 5578 
does not. Multiple-use interests, includ- 
ing trail bikes, have been stifled in 
their attempts to gain equal treatment 
under RARE II proposals by the failure 
to include the essential release language 
in RARE II legislation. The dilemma 
is complicated by John Seiberling (D- 
Ohio), chairman of the House Sub- 
committee on Public Lands. This sub- 
committee determines which bills are 
considered for vote by the House of 
Representatives. To date, Seiberling 
has refused to consider any wilderness 
bills containing release language. As a 
wilderness advocate, he has decided to 
reserve additional wilderness reviews 
and stymie multiple-use of our public 
forest lands. Let your Congressman 
know you support HR 5586.

The Mar. 2 
third round, another half mile in Bar- 
bersville, again went to Goss. Arnaiz 
pulled off his second straight Junior 
win, and the Novices were headed by 


Barry Gregg. 


Kawasaki announced that it is post- 
ing $21,000 in contingencies for 
Daytona. A Kawasaki rider winning 
the Bell Superbike 100 would get 
$10,000, as would a Kawasaki rider 
who won the 200-miler. For short 
trackers using Kawasaki engines, 
Kawasaki has offered $250 per 
night to the winners. In addition, the 
general public is invited to partici- 
pate in a free drawing for one of 
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championship, and that’s what I’m 
after. 


How are they helping you? 

In every way they can. More than the 
help I was getting from Honda. It’s a 
full factory ride, but I’m saying that it 
seems that they're putting 100 percent 
more effort into it than I was (getting 
from Honda). 

What did Honda not do for you? 
They never kept in touch with me and 
they hardly developed their bikes at all 
until around 78 or "79, when they 
started to do a little developing. But in 
"78 they hardly did any developing. 
There was a lot of testing, but nothing 
ever got done. 

How come they didn’t work on their 
bikes like the other factories? 

I have no idea. That was their downfall. 
Nancy: Dennis McKay, the latest team 
manager, wasn’t he the one who said 
that they couldn’t budget it? 

Marty: Yeah. They were always wor- 
ried about their budget. 

Honda!? 

Yeah. 

But everybody’s always thought that 
they had unlimited bucks. Thats 
been a big part of their reputation. 
Uh-uh. Not the way they talk. They 
always talk like they're hurting. Y’see, 
last year we got the 450 works bikes in 
and they were almost identical to the 
"78 works bikes. So we tested them and 
they didn’t work out good. 

All of a sudden, my mechanic sees a 
telex on the desk in an office that says 
that they (Honda Japan) had new 
works bikes that were completely dif- 
ferent, and European Honda was 
going to buy them. Did American 
Honda want to buy them for their rid- 
ers? As it turned out, American Honda 
didn’t want to buy the bikes because it 
wasn’t in the budget. So European 
Honda got the new 450 bikes, which 
Graham Noyce and Andre Malherbe 
got to ride. And nobody in the United 
States could figure out why the Hondas 
in Europe were doing so good and why 
nobody here could ride 'em. We were 
riding junk! 

What was wrong with the bikes that 
you were riding? 

They had too much horsepower and 
not enough suspension. The frames 
were geometrized (sic) wrong, and it 
just didn’t work. When I found that 
out, it totally let me down. 

When Honda came out with their 
Elsinores about seven or eight years 
ago, they were on top of everybody 
else and all the other Japanese bike 
makers, because up until then their 
bikes were junk. Honda did that for 
a little while but stopped advancing 
until the past couple of years. How 
come? Do you know? 

No, I couldn't figure it out. A lot of 
other people still can’t figure it out, 


‘either. They'd come out with some- 


thing good one year, let it win and 
dominate, then they'd just lay back for 
a couple of years. They never tried to 
improve. 

Now, with Suzuki, they improve 
week after week, not year after year. 
But is it going to be tough, having a 
bike that’s always being changed 
under you? 

They're not like that. We test com- 
pletely different bikes than what we 
race. We'll race a bike for one complete 
series; then we'll make the changes 
during that week, but we don’t ride 
those changes until the season's over. 
So you ride really two sets of bikes, 
right? 
Right. 

at sort of things do you test? Lots 
of people think that when you’re a 
factory rider, you have it easy. But 
what do you have to really put up 
with? 
You have to do testing. You have to 
stay after the race for two extra days 
when you really don’t want to, and you 
want to go home and relax. ‘Or you 











might have to go to a race a couple of 
days early and test before the race. But 
that's the way it is. It’s my job and I 
have to do it.

When you first started riding for 
Honda, did you know much about 
bikes? Did you know anything about 
all the engineering that goes into a 
bike and how it works? 

I didn’t know then and I still don't 
know too much about engineering. 
But I know about the basic mechanics, 
though. I know motor mechanics and 
changing swingarms and forks and stuff. 


Other than that, you just go out 
there and ride ’em. So how does all 
the vital information about a bike 


get accurately conveyed to a mechanic 
or engineer from a rider? 

I found out that Suzuki sends a factory 
mechanic to every test session. As soon 
as anything’s decided that needs to be 
changed, a telex is sent to Japan. Within 
that week you get an answer, and 
within two weeks they get the modifi- 
cation, and we're able to try it out. 

By the time you left Honda, did you 
get any responses from any of the 
other factories? 

I had been negotiating with Honda for 
so long, that by the time I called 
everybody else it was too late. They al- 
ready had their teams picked. 

Would you have sat out the season, 
or would you have sponsored yourself? 
No, I probably wouldn’t have been 
riding, period. 

What would’ve you done? 

I don’t know. I didn’t want to quit, be- 
cause I want to go out and win a cham- 
pionship and prove everybody wrong. 
I wouldn’t have privateered it, no way. 





When you were signed up by 
Honda, you were completely un- 
known. But today you have to have 
some kind of track record to get a 
ride. You got signed on the strength 
of one race (Hangtown) that Honda 
saw. Were you just lucky? 

I think that I was in the right place at 
the right time. 

But nobody since Bob Hannah has 
received the kind of rewards and 
benefits that you’ve had from racing. 
By the time you were finished with 
Honda, you were making about 
$120,000 to $130,000 including salary 
and bonuses. Did Honda ever give 
you anything besides money for a 
bonus? 

Yeah. They gave me one of their cars 
one year, I gave it to my parents. 

But Yamaha gave Bob Hannah a 
Ferrari one year. 

Well, that’s the difference between the 
two. companies: Yamaha gave Bob 
Hannah a Ferrari; Honda gave me a 





Honda car. But they were still good to 
me for six years. 

How come Brad Lackey quit Honda? 
Probably for the same reason I did. 


But he was doing real well on 
Honda. And when he went back to 
Kawasaki he hasn’t been doing that 
good. 

When you went to Europe back in 
1976, I read that you weren’t very 
happy about the money, travel or 
anything. In fact, Gaston Rahier 
said that you had a funny attitude 
about racing in Europe that he 
couldn’t understand, However, while 
you were racing the 125cc MX GPs, 
you were just about the only guy who 
was any threat to him. How come 
Europe didn’t work out? 

I don’t know. I got third in the world 
that year, and I rode less than half the 
races. 

It looked like you weren’t trying very 
hard. 











I tried real hard, but I DNF about 
three races over there. I won Denmark; 
I was winning in Belgium, but I broke 
a frame. I was winning in France, but 
I broke a chain in the same place in 
both motos when I was leading. 
Would you have liked to have kept 
on racing in Europe then? 

Probably not. 

Why? 

I was young at the time, and I didn’t 
like it there. I liked being home much 
better. 

Think you could try it now? 

Yeah. If I got paid good enough to 
race over there I'd do it. 

With Suzuki? 

Yeah. 

Since they’ve already got guys racing 
over there already, it doesn’t look 
like they’d do it. 

The money is here in the U.S., for me 
and the company. 

So a World Championship doesn’t 
mean that much to you, does it? 

No. A National Championship means 
almost as much. 

Haven’t you always wanted to be the 
best in the world? 

Yeah. But the competition in motocross 
in the States today is the fiercest of any 
sport, I think. There’s more good rid- 
ers here. It’s kind of crazy to go some- 
where else and race — the world title 
would be good, but all the money's 
over here.

But look at Roger DeCoster. He was 
champ for five years, and he did real 


good. : 

If you’re World Champion, then you 
get paid really good in Europe. 

How come the U.S. has never had a 
World MX Champion? 

It’s because nobody has ever concen- 
trated enough on it in Europe. I think 
if the factories sent their two best riders 
to Europe, we would have a World 
Champion in two or three years. 

But then they have their own guys 
there. 

Well, American riders are completely 
different from European riders. The 
tracks are completely different in Eur- 
ope. Some of them are rougher over 
there, but some of the tracks here are 
rougher, too. 

I’ve always heard that the Europeans 
are pretty smooth on the track. 

I wouldn't say that. When I rode in 
Europe, they seemed as crazy as hell to 


me, 
Would they just hold on and gassit? 
I don’t know. They'd go fast, but it 
seemed that there’s a lot of squirrelly 
riders over there. They seemed like 
they weren't under control all the time. 


Were they as bad as the average sup- 
port class rider? 

For sure. 

How come? 

It seems like there are some radical 
riders over there. 

Then how is it that they can win 
World Championships? Is it just 
numbers, or what? . 

Maybe. They can get used to riding 
crazy, but I like to be under control at 
least 50 percent of the time. 
DeCoster’s also a really big star in 
Europe, too, I hear. Just like Reggie 





Jackson or Magic Johnson like we 
have here. 

That's right. 

But nobody in any motorcycle racing 
is a big star here. 

It’s been in Europe a lot longer. And 
maybe in 10 years it will be really big 
here, probably on TV every weekend. 
Think that supercross has a lot to do 
with the growth of motocross here? 
Yeah. Pretty soon it’s going to be all 
supercross, I think, instead of outdoors. 
Do you think that stadium racing is 
real motocross? 

It’s not real motocross by any means. 
It's where the money is. The people 
come in, the promoters get rich — I 
mean it’s much easier for somebody to 
come to an indoor race and sit down 
and have them get their drinks for 
them. 

There have been, of course, a lot of 
arguments about Supercross racing 
being a lot more dangerous than out- 
door racing. 

It is. It’s much more dangerous because 
they’re trying to make it much more 
exciting for the people. 

But don’t the promoters ever talk to 
the racers? 

No. We really don’t have a say-so in it. 
Some of the tracks we do; but like the 
Superbowl, Anaheim and the Astro- 
dome we hardly have any say-so at all 
in those things. New Orleans has a 
really good track and they have a really 
good promoter down there. They 
really have their shit together. 


Do you think that the promoter and 
the racers ought to work together? 
They should. These two promoters I 
know, they try to give us a really good 
track to ride on. They try to work with 
you. But there are a couple of guys out 
there who don't really care too much. 
All they want to do is get in, get their 
cut, and they don’t really care what we 
have to ride on. 

Does it really bother you that in golf, 
tennis, race cars and other sports the 
players get a lot of money, when in 
motocross they hardly give you 
anything? 

It makes me sick. If you win an indoor 
event, you can easily make 10 grand, 
with contingencies and all. But I know 
that isn’t anything compared to those 
other guys. I don’t know what the dif- 
ference is. Winning one National race 
pays about eight grand. 

That’s peanuts. 

It sure is. 

How come motocrossers get the short 
end of the stick? 

I don’t really know. I'd like to try and 
forget about that. There’s nothing I 
can do about it. I just do the best I 
can. When you're out there racing, 
you're not out there thinking about 
how much money you're going to be 
making, you're thinking about 
winning. . 

What do you think about the lack of 
recognition that motocross gets in the 
U.S.? 

That will come in time, I think. 
Would you like to see motocross as a 
major recognized sport, getting 
decent sports coverage like baseball, 
hockey and other sports? 

Oh, yeah. I'm sure that it will get that 
way, maybe within five years. But it's 
got a lot of maturing to do before that 
happens. It needs to be publicized 
better. 

We watched the Carlsbad GP on 
TV last week, and it just covered the 
first and second place riders in the 
whole race. If you were first or second, 
it was great, but if you were all the 
other guys in the top 10 who worked 
their butts off that day, they didn't 
even get their names mentioned. 

These sportscasters they had on 
ABC, they know nothing about 
motocross, and they get in there and 
they... 

Nancy: They have guys who aren't even 
involved in motocross narrating the 
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Marty: They don’t know anything about 
the sport, and they're just watching 
the first and second place guys. 
They're not watching the guy who's 
coming around through the pack and 
doing all the passing. They aren’t watch- 
ing any of the dices, or anything like 
that. 

This obviously gives the viewer a dis- 
torted look at the sport. 

Yeah. They're saying, “This isn’t excit- 
ing. I don’t think I’m going to watch 
one of these.” But if they showed the 
whole race, that would be exciting. 

Do you think that it was a good idea 
for the AMA to repeal the claiming 
rule? 

Yeah, because with the claiming rule 
in effect, the factories couldn't come 
out with a lot of the new things that 
they'd like to have, because they're 
afraid that somebody else would get 
ahold of it. The only reason they come 
out with these new things is that the 
following year’s production bikes are 
better for the privateer.

It’s also better publicity. 
That’s right. Without the claiming 
rule, they (the factories) can build 
anything they want and they'll be able 
to come out with it sooner than they 
could before. 
On the other side of the coin, some- 
body like Kelvin Franks, who builds 
mostly one-off bikes, can come out 
and race, too, without having to 
make 25 copies to qualify for 
national competition. So it helps the 
little guy, too. 
Right. And all the production bikes 
this year are really good, too. They're 
really close (in performance). 
Is that one of the reasons you resorted 
to riding production-based bikes the 
last two years when you were with 
Honda? 
Yeah, because we could make changes 
on production bikes easier than we 
could on the works bikes. 
How did you know that Honda was 
giving you a good deal when they 
first signed you in 1974? They could 
have had you for anything they of- 
fered you, and you wouldn’t have 
known the difference. 
I didn’t really know that it was a good 
, deal, but it was more than I was 
making. It was the first offer I had and 
I didn’t know if I was going to get any 
more offers. 
So Honda just said, “Here’s 50 grand 
a year, kid.” 
Yeah. And I talked with my parents 
about it, and my dad negotiated with 
them for me. 
How long was that first contract? 
A year. The last contract was for two 
years. 
Was that last contract a mistake for 
you, with all the problems you had? 
Yes. Maybe with Suzuki it would prob- 
ably be an advantage (the current one- 
year contract just signed) because they 
make so many changes. They don't 
stick to the same thing every year; they 
progress and have new things each 
year. So it would probably be an ad- 
vantage, because then I wouldn't have 
to worry about changing or negotiating. 
But as far as my last years with Honda, 


, it was more or less bad, and I had to 


stay with the same old motorcycle for 
two years. 

Can you tell me about Suzuki’s new 
factory bikes? 


I just know that all the new works bikes 
are going to be completely different 
from last year. They're going to have a 
lower center of gravity and five or 10 
percent more horsepower. 

What do you think about when you 
race? 

I think about who's in front of me and 
who I've got to catch. I think about 
how much time is left in the race. 

Is it all race thinking? 

Yep. Totally. It’s a zone (of thought); 
it’s a total zone. 


You can’t move out of that, can you? 
No way...All the way, from just before 
the (one minute) sign is dropped (to 
the end of the moto). 

How do you get into yourself for a 
race? 

I just tell myself that if I wasn’t any 
good I wouldn't be out there. I tell 
myself that I've beaten all these guys 
before, at one time or another. Now 
I'll be telling myself that I’m on a good 
bike. Suzuki's a good company. I've 
got them behind me, and I'm going 
for it 150 percent. 


When you were the 125cc champ, 
and later the Open class champion, 
everybody seemed to like you and all 
the magazines were talking about 
you. But when you began to have 
problems with the bikes, a lot of 
people who used to hang around you 
sort of drifted away. 

Yeah, that’s true. But that’s normal 
with any professional sport and any 
professional athlete. When you're 
doing good, they all want to talk to 
you; when you're not, they're talking 
to the guys who are doing good. 

So they're mostly professional 
friends. 

That's it. 

Who are your real friends, anyway? 
There are a lot of people that I could 
say are my real friends, but as far as 
being in the sport, I could say that the 
owner of JT Racing — John Gregory 
— he’s a good friend of mine who's 
been through thick and thin. 








Anybody else? 

There's a lot of good people in the 
sport. I can’t think of them all right 
now, but John Gregory comes to mind 
first. Then there’s a lot of my friends 
who I've grown up with. 

Because of all the money that you’ve 
made in the past few years, Marty, 
you’ve really got it made. You’re 
priviledged. You’ve got stuff that 
most people just won’t ever have. 
What’s going to keep it from all fall- 
ing apart? 

Keeping my money invested in the 
right places, I think. And not buying 
too many more toys. I’ve got enough 
toys right now. 

How did you acquire all of the pro- 
perty that you now own? 

My dad got me into it when I had all 
that money, I would've burned it if he 
hadn't helped me invest it. 

Are there guys who’ve made lots of 
money like you have, but they just 
wasted it all? 

Yeah, there's a couple of guys like 
that. It’s easy to have a lot of money 
and blow it on toys. But if you don’t 
have somebody above you to help 
direct your money, then it'll be gone. 
You can blow 100 grand in a couple of 
months. 

Do you think that you’ve earned 
everything that you have? 

For sure. I felt like I’ve earned it, be- 
cause it wasn’t given to me for 
nothing. 

Can you just live and do nothing? 

I could, but I’m not the kind of person 
who could just do nothing every day. 
Do you ever think about just travel- 
ing to some part of the world for fun? 
No. I’ve had enough of traveling al- 
ready. I've been to Japan twice, I’ve 
been to Europe. Japan’s really nice; in 
Europe there’s places that are really 
nice and other places that are really 
ugly. I didn’t like Italy; I didn’t like 
France. 

But has it all been worth it? 

Oh, yeah. It’s all part of learning. 

Are you planning to someday being 


able to look out for yourself and your 
financial affairs? 

I am worried about that. I'll have to 
look out for myself one of these days, 
but right now everything’s pretty well 
taken care of, and my money is in all 
the right places. So I don’t have to 
worry. 

Do you ever think seriously about 
your future? 

Uh-huh. 

What do you think about? 

I don’t know. Just thinking about 
doing as good as I can in racing for as 
long as I can. 

But how long is that going to last? 
Maybe four or five years. It'll be time 
to get out by then, because guys are 
starting to get younger and younger 
every year. It gets harder to stay on 
top. This year I just want to go out and 
prove a lot of people wrong, that I can 
do it, otherwise I wouldn't have signed 
a contract with Suzuki. 

How are you training? 

You name it: Nautilus weight training, 
racquetball, running, swimming and 
riding. I do Nautilus twice a week; 
everything else I do every day. 

It then must be a lot harder to get 
back up than it is to fall down, true? 
That’s true. 
Right now, 
hurdle? 

I would say that it’s getting back to 
Number One again. But I want to go 
out and win some races. I’ve heard 
some people say: “Well Smith ain't 
going to win no more races,” but that's 
one of the things I’m going to prove. 
I'm going to go out and win some 
races. 

Signing with Suzuki this year, I 
think I've had the best chance I’ve had 
in four or five years to win Number 
One again. Even though I won the 
Open class three years ago, this is the 
best chance I’ve had since that last 
championship. 

Since you haven’t been at the top of 
motocross for some time, have you 
had any trouble trying to keep 
visible with the public? 

Yeah, it’s hard to do that. But I don’t 
worry about that. I plan to get out and 
win some races; and when I do then 
the name gets around, you get back in 
the light. But not being in the light 
doesn’t bother me at all.

What’s the best part of racing? 

I've had a lot of good experiences about 
racing. I can't pinpoint one thing, but 
just winning is a really good experi- 
ence in itself. 

What’s the worst? 

Losing a championship by a couple of ` 
points. The year I won the Open class 
championship, I missed the 250cc 
(championship) by just 15 points be- 
cause I DNF the second to last race in 
Michigan. I would have had two Na- 
tional Championships in two classes in 
one year, which would've never hap- 
pened again because now they won't 
let you ride two classes. That was a de- 
pression to me, because I wanted it 
really bad. 

Now I’m in about the same boat as I 
was then: I want the championship 
really bad, and I won't let anything get 
in my way. When I get on the starting 
line for the 500cc Nationals, the only 
thing that’s going to be in my mind is 
winning. I'm going to give 150 percent, 
and I’m going to go for it. 

Since you’re a Catholic, do you have 
any saints looking after you? 
I must, because I'm not dead yet. ©

Ogilvie busts 
brush to win

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, FEB. 24 
After battling more than his 
share of flat tires, Team Yama- 
ha’s Bruce Ogilvie moved past 
the checkered, gaining a well- 
deserved first overall at the Brush 
Busters hare scrambles. 

The Brush Busters drew a big entry, 
including several riders that have been 
“strangers” to the cycle scene in recent 
years, like Bob Maynard, now better 
known as a dune buggy ace. 

The banner dropped and the thun- 
dering herd, led by Ogilvie, headed 
for the bomb. Wes Anderson, Jr. had 
a good start for a change, reaching the 
bomb in third overall with Bob Balen- 
tine back in about sixth. 

The course was rocky and much 
longer than expected by riders. Al- 
though the race had originally con- 
tained a 39-mile loop, because of 
changes required by the BLM, the 
loop was extended to 51 miles. 

At the third check Ogilvie still had 
the lead with Cory Timms only a short 
distance behind, followed by Chuck 
Miller, Terry Clark, Balentine, Mike 
Sixbery, #347x, Bill Saltzman, Kenny 
Upp and Chuck Stearns. 

With 10 miles to go to the pits, a few 
riders began to drop out of the race, 
out of gas. Soon the trail south across 
the valley from Victor's Pass looked 
like a string of huge, colorful flowers; 
each flower being another rider with a 
dry gas tank. 

Sixbery was only 500 yards from his 
pits, but out of sight behind the hill 
from them, when he ran out. 

Ogilvie, taking the shortest way 
through each corner and curve, 
limped into the pits, still at a pretty 
good clip, witha flat tire. © 

Clark, mounted on his Husky, once 
again looked exceptionally good as he 
came into the pits second overall. 
Miller was close behind in the third 
spot followed by Timms. 

It was a long wait before the next 
group of riders hit the bottom of the 
“whoop-de-hill” just before the pits. 
This group was led by #347x and 
Saltzman, who were having a battle 
royale. 

Balentine was next with Stearns hot 
on his heels. Chris Austin followed this 














pair while a short distance behind him 
another battle was being waged be- 
tween Rick Burns and Ken Upp. 

First “C” bike was 15th overall with 
pice Kevin Hopkins, former Trailbike 

1, keeping a breath ahead of highly 
skilled Senior C rider Gary Charters. 
“Doc” Morris Norman was the Senior 
Heavyweight leader, just one bike in 
front of Charters. 

Amateur #20T led the Trailbikes 
with the next Trail rider a long way 
behind him. Tim Foster and Pete 
Postel, both Amateur C’ers, were chal- 
lenging each other for the lead in their 
class. George Zuber had the 250cc 
Senior Expert lead one more time. 

First Amateur Veteran spot was 
held by #V47 with #V19 close behind. 

Trudy Beck was a lot farther back 
than usual, but was still leading the 
ladies by a big margin. 

Second Trail was piloted by Bill 
Mattox being followed by #5T who 
kept him close in sight. 

Novice Troy Moore (250cc) had a 
comfortable lead over the next two 
overall Novices who were Brad Baum 
and John Dey, fighting a neck-to-neck 
battle. 

First Heavyweight Novice was Joe 
Turnbaugh with Chris Crandall 
moving into the pits as the first Novice 


The Beginners’ checkered flag came 
out as #473 came flying down the trail. 
He had a very strong lead over the next 
Beginner #125. Number 254c was the 
next Beginner followed by Veteran 
4৬142. 

Out of the pits Clark took his home 
check and looked down the trail, but’ 
saw no Ogilvie. After checking over his 
shoulder he flew out across the desert 
onto the second lap of the 51-mile loop. 

Ogilvie was still in his pit, changing 
his wheel when Miller blasted out after 
Clark. Finally Ogilvie was ready and 
the big chase was on. Clark opened it 
up, taking advantage of having the 
lead, but ended up seizing as he reached 
the sand. Ogilvie passed him as Clark 
was coasting off to the side, looking 
down at his engine. 

Balentine, too, had headed out of 
the pits onto the second loop, and had 
gotten only a 1000 yards or so when his 
engine went completely sour. 

The course had become well-worked 
by the second loop with the narrow 
jeep trail (“death-to-the-left,” as it is 
so fondly called by the racers) becom- 
ing a bit hairier with first loop stragglers 
still on it. 

Ed Zarp had been one of the first 
loopers to run out of gas. After he had 
finally been brought gas, he rode in on 
the trail awaiting the leaders. 

This time Ogilvie had built up a 
nice lead, even though he had gotten 
another flat tire. Miller trailed him in 
the second spot while Timms was 
third. Just as Timms reached Zarp, he 
ran out of gas. Zarp fed Timms’ thirsty 
machine some gas from his tank. 

After losing his countershaft sprocket 
and one overall position to veteran Bill 
Saltzman, he took off and made it to 
the checkered fourth overall, second in 
class. 

The next three finishers were mount- 
ed on 2505: #347x, Austin, and Stearns. 

Heavyweight Expert Mike Eckardt 
was sandwiched between those 250s 
and two more piloted by Ken Upp and 
Paul Christenson. 

Hopkins held his C lead and also 
stayed in front of Senior C biker Char- 
ters by only a bare few seconds. Char- 
ters had also moved up into the first 
overall Senior spot. 

Norman led the Senior Heavyweights 
with Art Knapp once again finishing 
well, in the second spot in that class,

Turner nearly 
triples at CRC 
Saddleback MX

The promise of victory, the agony 
of defeat! Suzuki’s Ron Turner 
all but conquered Saddleback 
and came heartbreakingly close 


to a triple win. It would of been a first 
in the history of the California Racing 
Club. 

This was certainly a glimpse of the 
action to come in CRC’s Yamaha 
Series, presented by Budweiser. The 
first race fires up Mar. 9 at Saddleback 
Park. 

As it turned out, Turner picked up 
back-to-back wins in the 125cc Pros 
and turned in a brilliant 2-1 ride for 
the 250cc Pro victory. He had to face 
the Open Pros in back-to-back races 
and won his first moto. Then, he met 
defeat the second time out in a crash, 

First time around in the 125cc Pros, 
Dean Cates jumped out into the lead, 
with Andy Kirker in second and 
Turner, hustling in third. With Cates 
pushed back to fourth, Kirker piloted 
his Yamaha into the lead. Rick Maki 
brought his Yamaha into third with 
Danny Westergaard in fourth. 

Kirker now had the fight of his life 
with Turner closing hard and fast. 
Turner finally made his move and 
slipped on by Kirker as a battle for third 
went down between Ron Blanton and 
Westergaard. 

Kirker and Turner tossed the lead 
back and forth between them like a 
hot spark plug with Kirker moving 
back into command. With little time 
left, Turner grabbed it back and led 
the pack across the finish line. Kirker 
held second with Blanton snatching 
back third on the last lap. 

The second time off the line it was 
Tim Hines leading the pack followed 
by Kirker and Bryan Jordan. Turner, 
back in sixth, smoothly picked off rid- 
ers right and left. He was soon in 
second and closing the gap. Hines, 
having trouble with a damaged 
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expansion chamber, fell back to eighth. 

Halfway through the race, Turner 
went to the inside of Kirker and took 
over. With four laps to go Turner had 
the situation under control and headed 
for back-to-back wins. Kirker- took 
down the second overall and third 
went to Westergaard with a 4-4 ride. 
Taking third for the moto was Jordan. 

The Open Pros held the gate for 
Turner’s return to the line. When the 
gate dropped it was Turner once more 
in charge, and working out a beautiful 
lead. Peter Snorteland and Donald 
Draskovich found their own duel as 
they pitted their Yamahas against 
each other until Snorteland went off 
the track at the top of the hill. Work- 
ing his way back out, Snorteland 
fought Draskovich and once more, re- 
gained second. When the finish line 
loomed ahead of them, Turner led the 
way with Snorteland and Draskovich 
respectively. 

When the machines came to life the 
second time around, Draskovich led 
the charge with Snorteland tight in 
second and Bill Keefe piloting his 
Can-Am into third. Turner in fourth 
and slyly passing at every chance, took 
over second and seemed destined to 
make history with a triple win. With 
the lead less than a heartbeat away, 
Turner crashed and was out of the 
running. Draskovich, firmly in control, 
picked up the checkered flag and the 
overall win. Snorteland brought home 
a solid second with third overall going 
to Keefe. 

When the gate dropped in the 250cc 
Pros, Turner effortlessly piloted his 
Suzuki out in front. He found Scott 
Gillman riding shotgun and letting 
Turner know it. Snorteland and Kirker 
rounded out the top four and pulled 
away from the rest of the pack. Gill- 
man closed ground on Turner on the 
flats only to find Turner escaping on 
the hills. By the end of the moto Turner 
and Gillman were glued to each other, 
then on the last lap Gillman took com- 
mand and held Turner to second. 

When the second moto kicked off 
Turner was back on the line, recovered 
from his crash in the Open Pro race. 
Grabbing the holeshot, Turner led the 
pack up the hill as a tight battle for 
second was shaping up between Darrel 
Anderson and Juan Benavidez. Gill- 
man, fighting off racers in every direc- 
tion, took over second and set out after 
Turner. Snorteland took over third 
and held Benavidez to fourth. Coming 
in for the final race of the day Turner 
grabbed the victory, Gillman ran into 
problems and was forced out of second, 
leaving it open to Snorteland and 
Kirker settled into third.

Gormley, Baldwin 
win weird ones at 
DeAnza

The 125cc Pro class at DeAnza 
Cycle Park saw Craig Gormley 
pull off an impressive two moto 
win in spite of some slightly un- 
usual conditions. 

Gormley scored the moto one hole- 
shot over the Honda trio of Scott 
Manning, his brother Troy Manning 
and Don Griewe.

The next moto was a rerun of the 
first, except for the leader's emergency 
stop. Gormley led every lap while th 
Hondas battled for second. Once 
again the results read Gormley, Scott 
Manning, Don Griewe, Troy 
Manning, and Rick Rodgers (Kaw). 

In the first 250cc Pro moto it was 
Todd Baldwin (Yam) and Griewe 
(Mai) out in front of the first two laps 
while Matt Tedder (Suz) held third. 
On the third lap Tedder fell and gave 
the position to Danny Burtt (Yam) 
who held it to the end. Baldwin was 
having a hard time staying in front of 
Griewe until the final few laps when 
the Maico developed some electrical 
troubles. The order as they crossed the 
line was Baldwin, Griewe, Burtt, Paul 
Thede (Suz) and Tedder. 

It was in the next moto that things 
got a little strange. Tedder was riding 
two classes and he was pretty tired 
when he got off the track after winning 
the Open Pros. So tired in fact, that he 
didn’t notice that he had the wrong 
bike on the line at the start of the 
250cc race. The 400 made mincemeat 
of the rest of the pack as it shot up the 
start hill and soon he was firmly in the 
lead. But Greg Zitterkopf (Mai), who 
had crashed in moto one, was in 
second (first 250?) and pushing hard. 
A couple of laps later Tedder, who still 
hadn't realized he was on the wrong 
bike and would certainly be disquali- 
fied, began having transmission 
trouble. Zitterkopf shot by and it 
wasn't until Tedder got back to the 
pits with a broken tranny that he 
realized the mistake that cost him 
money in two classes.

ation of Motorcyclists hosted its 
season opener. Most of the Super- 
bike and Formula One teams which 
will compete in the Florida race were 
expected at Ontario, but only the Mori- 
waki Kawasaki team of Eddie Lawson 
and Pat Eagan were present. Wes 
Cooley, who will defend his number 
one Superbike plate with the new 
Vetter/Yoshimura team, was at Ontario 
but didn’t have a bike to ride. 

Because of the small 150-rider turn- 
out, AFM officials regrouped the 11 
originally scheduled races into eight 
events of eight laps each in order to 
finish everything before sunset and the 
expected rain. 

A preview of Daytona took place in 
the Open GP race where Moriwaki 
pilot Eddie Lawson was lined up with 
David Emde on a TZ750. That is what 
is going to happen in Daytona: 1025cc 
four stroke Formula One bikes 
against unrestricted 500cc two-strokes 
and restricted 750s. Lawson and Emde 
didn't lose any time in getting in front 
of the pack, with Eddie leading David 
in the early stages. But right behind 
them Pat Eagan on the Moriwaki Kawa- 
saki Z1-R Superbike and Vance Breese 
on the Allan Sputhe-built 1200cc 
Harley-Davidson were doing the same 
thing with Breese putting on an im- 
pressive show, attacking Eagan every 
time he had a chance, the big V-twin 
keeping the Kawasaki in sight. 

Two laps before the checkered flag, 
as Emde was passing Lawson in turn 
one, his TZ750 seized after the electronic 
black box failed. Lawson went to give 
Pop Yoshimura’s son-in-law his first 
victory in America. Runner-up Eagan 
managed to keep Breese behind him. 

The scenario was repeated in the 
last race of the meeting, Open Super- 
street. Lawson again took his Moriwaki 
Kawasaki that he will ride at Daytona 
(along with the Kawasaki USA Super- 
bike ride and the Harry Hunt 250cc 
Yamaha) to an unofficial victory. The 
bike didn’t qualify under Superstreet 
rules and Lawson, just out to ride, was 
disqualified so once more the attention 
focused on the Eagan/Breese battle. 
Vance managed to pass Eagan about 
halfway through the race, but from 
then it was one time Vance, then one 
time Pat at the top. On the last lap, 
Eagan overcooked his bike in turn 19, 
and Breese went by to a very well- 
deserved victory. John Ulrich took the 
Cycle World test Suzuki GS1100 to a 
second, while Steve Gilbert took third. 

In the 250cc GP race it first looked 
like it would be a one man show starring 














John Glover, but after he led seven of 
the eight laps, Glover's brand new 
TZ250 seized in turn 18 on the last lap 
and went off the track, causing only 
cosmetic damages to the bike. Glen 
Shopher, who was racing in a constant 
second place, took the win giving him 
some hopes for this season after a rather 
disappointing one in "79. But the man of 
the race was newcomer Dave Bushby 
who came from fourth to take the 
runner-up position.

Steele, Howard, 
Davis decimate 
Yucca Chuckers 
MRAN MX

BOULDER CITY, NV, FEB. 17 
Team Valley Cycle Yamaha gas- 
ser “Cousin” Chris Howard con- 
tinued his domination of the 
Motorcycle Racing Association of 
Nevada 250cc Expert division, posting 
back-to-back moto wins in the Yucca 
Chuckers M.C. motocross at Yucca 
Patch Raceway. 

“Cousin” Chris pulled holeshots in 
each of the 250cc Expert events and 
roosted to twin victories uncontested. 
Fox Factory-equipped Honda rider 
Mike Hines continued his dice of last 
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week with Yamaha pilot Kevin Gashler, 
but this time around Hines finished in 
front of Gashler for second. 

The most exciting duel of the 250cc 
event transpired in the second moto 
when desert fox Chuck Rush on the 
Sportsman Cycle Husky held MX spe- 
cialist Hines at bay for many laps before 
succumbing to the Honda rider’s ad- 
vances late in the moto. 

The 125cc Expert event was the sole 
property of Team Valley Cycle Yamaha 
MX ace Kevin “The Animal” Steele. 
Steele led both motos wire to wire and 
was shadowed in each by Accuracy 
Engineering Honda-mounted Jimmy 
Krumme. Krumme would stay with 
Steele for a couple of laps before the 
“Animal” would roost off to the check- 
ers. MRAN’s high-point rider 1০779, 
Darryl Folks, tried his hand at MX 
and came up with a third overall on 
his Sportsman Cycle-backed Suzuki 
RMT. 

The most intense race of the day was 
the first Open Expert heat. “Cousin” 
Chris Howard put his 465cc Yamaha 
ahead of the Megaform Maicos of 
Maico West/Vegas Cycle-sponsored 
Kevin Davis, Accuracy Engineering rid- 
er Kenny Krumme and Vegas Cycle 
man Anthony Pasqualotto. Howard 
was riding the ragged edge and almost 
lost it when the broadslided the freshly- 
watered sweeper leading to a series of 
stadium style whoops. Howard held on 
for the lead, but Krumme was not so 
lucky, bailing off in the same slick sec- 
tion where “Cousin” had narrowly es- 
caped disaster. 

Davis and Howard were really going 
at it with the lead changing many 
times enroute to the final laps. The 
race tightened when the two leaders 
started lapping backmarkers. Howard 
disappeared into a blind section of the 
track ahead of Davis but when they re- 
emerged Davis was in control of the 
race and it remained that way to the 
checkers. Pasqualotto persevered for 
third while Krumme recovered to take 
fourth. 

The second moto commenced with 
Davis pulling into the lead, followed 
by Krumme, Howard and Pasqualotto. 
Midway through the race, Krumme 
was pressing to the max to catch Davis 
and lost it when he couldn’t make the 
turn after the uphill start/finish jump. 
His bike cartwheeled into the spectator- 
lined area. It was a cruel twist of fate 
for desert shoe Leonard Sikorski on the 
mend from knee surgery, to have his 
knee injured again. 

David motored uncontested to the 
checkers, securing the Open Expert 
brass. Howard assumed second place 
and held it to the finish while Pasqualot- 
to again placed third.

Robert S. Walker, Congressman 
from Pennsylvania’s 16th District 
and a self-proclaimed “licensed 
motorcyclist,” has declared war 
on outlaw motorcycle gangs. That’s 
the gist of a letter he wrote to the 
Motorcycle Industry Council on Janu- 
ary 22, calling for that organization's 
support for federal action. Walker, as 
chairman of the House Republican 
Research Committee's “Task Force on 
Welfare Reform” has spent several 
months investigating the criminal ac- 
tivities of outlaw biker gangs; and he 
has concluded that the outlaws repre- 
sent a new, powerful, and hitherto 
ignored form of organized crime. He, 
therefore, has introduced in the 
House, a resolution (H. Con. Res. 
220) calling on President Carter to es- 
tablish a special anti-crime strike force 
to go after the heathen. 

This all sounds pretty straightfor- 
ward. In fact, it faces a problem which 
many of us are reluctant to face on our 
own — namely what do we do about 
the scumbags who give motorcycle- 
haters a legitimate cause to hate motor- 
cyclists? Let's face it; we've always had 
a curious (and sometimes uncomfort- 
able) “Live-and-Let-Die” relationship 
with the genuine outlaw element. Per- 
haps, if we analyze Walker's HCR 220 
in light of our past relations with govern- 
ment, we'll understand why. 

Let's assume (without proof) that: 

a) Walker is a legitimate, concerned 
fellow-rider who has done a con- 
siderable amount of homework 
into the criminal activities of out- 
law bikers. 

b) He has found evidence of organ- 
ized-crime activities that come un- 
der federal jurisdiction. 

c) He sincerely means no harm to 
legitimate motorcycling. 

Even if all these things are true, 
Congressman Walker will have to 
answer several hard questions before 
he earns our wholehearted support. 
What he’s introduced is a relatively 
harmless little resolution that could 
become a destructive bombshell in the 
wrong hands. 

It’s harmless now because, even if 
passed, all it does is “call upon” the 
president to establish a task force. The 
president, being of the opposite politi- 
cal persuasion than the Republican 
Walker, could very: likely ignore the 
whole thing. Or, he could seize upon it 
as just the kind of Mom-and-Apple- 
Pie issue his campaign might need, at 
the moment. 

OK, suppose he does order such a 
force into existence, creating it from 
readily-available elements of the FBI, 
Treasury, and domestic-intelligence 
apparatus. Once that happens, the job 
is out of his hands, out of Walker’s 
hands, out of any elected official's 
hands. It becomes the domain of hard- 
core enforcement professionals and 
their “civilian” managers, via the bu- 
reaucratic chain of command. 

Once the enabling legislation and 
the necessary Executive Orders are 
down in print, the legal framework is 
set. Within that framework, the pro- 
fessionals will go after whomever their 
managers send them after. That’s the 
way the system works, and that’s the 
real rub. 


You see, there’s a very fine and often 
shady line between organized crime 
and organized resistance to govern- 
ment, edict. It's an especially shady 














area when the same sorts of people 
might be involved in both kinds of 
activities. 

It’s no secret that chopper-riding 
outlaw-style bikers formed the back- 
bone of organized resistance to the 
federal DOT and its mandatory 
helmet law. Following the highly suc- 
cessful protests of the 1974-76 period, 
federal regulators learned to respect 
(and possibly fear) this capacity for 
organization. Could that have a bear- 
ing on why “law enforcement officials 
from across the country” (Walker's 
words) have jumped on the bandwagon 
for HCR 220, as Walker's letter claims? 
Is there a tiny possibility that some of 
that support has been expressed by of- 
ficials of the DOT? The EPA? The 
BLM? 

It’s also no secret that we live under 
government edicts which could make 
outlaws of us all, in one way or an- 
other. Take our much-violated “Nation- 
al Speed Limit” of 55 mph. If exceed- 
ing 55 is a crime, is organized nation- 
wide resistance to the limit an “organ- 
ized” crime, worthy of federal notice? 
It’s no secret that anti-55 activists such 
as Kelly Wendeln have suffered con- 
siderable harassment under existing 
law, without a “special strike force” to 
worry about. 

Does smuggling “non-approved” 
bikes into the U.S. without EPA or 
DOT certification come under the 
pale of “organized crime?” How about 
(horrors!) the ongoing black market in 
performance modification to smog- 
controlled vehicles? Does crossing state 
lines “with intent” to ride with the 
Phantom Duck violate some arcane 
organized-crime statute? 

You see, even though the federal 
dragnet may be set out, with the best 
of intent, to snag the kind of bikers 
who nail girls to trees, blow other 
bikers away in public, and deal whole- 
sale quantities of illegal drugs; it is just 
as likely to drag in a motley collection 
of free spirits, shade-tree mechanics, 
and diehard performance enthusiasts. 

In the snake pit that is Official 
Washington, that’s the way the system 
works. Our elected representatives 
pass nice-sounding laws with the best 
of intentions. Then the bureaucrats 
use those laws to create such a web of 
regulations that we become outlaws in 
the normal course of enjoying our sport. 
Given the history of our relations with 
DOT, EPA, CEQ, and the BLM, it’s 
not going to be easy to turn us against 
other bikers — even violently criminal 
ones — on good intentions alone. 

You can call me cold, if you want 
to. I'm looking for a little old-fashioned 
political “quid pro quo” before I'll 
support HCR 220, or anything like it. 
Before we talk about downing the out- 
law biker, let’s talk about de-criminal- 
izing legitimate motorcycling activities 
and products. Let’s talk about first- 
class citizenship for all bikers — on the 
federal highways and on the federal 
lands. 

Cold? Yes, over a decade of insults, 
eroded freedoms and stomped-on 
dreams have made me cold. I respect 
your good intentions, Mr. Walker, but 
I have to tell you the truth. The “out- 
law motorcycle gang” would never 
exist, as a powerful organized entity, 
were it not for government’s refusal to 
let us bikers be. You've got an awful 
lot to undo before it'll ever be any 
different. ®

AMA Supercross Series: Round four 


Sun smokes the pack at Atlanta

“I felt great out there, but you wouldn't believe 
how long that final really felt!” said an exuber- 
ant Chuck Sun after taking control and win- 
ning the fourth annual Coca-Cola Superbowl 


of Motocross South in Atlanta 
Stadium. 

Severe storm warnings were 
posted in the Atlanta area at the 


time of the event, and with rain falling 
and temperatures dropping at race 
time it seemed inevitable that the 
stadium course would turn into a 
mucky mess as it had done the year 
before. However, the rain subsided 
during the event and traction became 
optimum, though temperatures were 
close to freezing. 

Point leader Mike Bell seemed at 
ease and fairly confident going into 
round four of the Supercross Series as 
did Kent Howerton, who was four 
points behind Bell. 

“I'm gonna give it all I got. I think 
I'd feel a little bit more confident in 
second (in point standings) than first. 
Kent’s due to have his bad day too, like 
I did at Oakland (the previous round.) 
I think it might come down to the last 
race (of the series) for the champion- 
ship,” Bell said while having some 
cookies and milk before his heat. 

“Its gonna be a long year,” 
Howerton said before the event. “I'd 
like to be way ahead, but who 
wouldn't. The stadium series is so 





interrupted. If I’m still in there at the 
end — theri I'll worry about it.” 

Neither Bell nor Howerton was able 
to do their thing at the front in the 
final due to a crash that both were 
involved in. Sun's win at Atlanta put 
him on the points board with 82, four 
points down from Bell's new total of 
86. Howerton is slated third in the 
points battle with 75. 

Marty Smith gave his new yellow 
outfit a try and made his debut for 
Suzuki. Smith had been unable to 
compete in the earlier Supercross 
rounds due to a recent appendectomy. 

“The bike feels great,” Smith said 
before the race. “I feel so pumped — 
this is the most pumped I've felt since I 
started racing.” 

After starting second to last in his 
qualifier and crashing while in third in 
his semi, Smith retired for the evening, 
which was surely not his. 


Heats 

Donnie Hansen put it to the 
alternates and scored the alternate 
race win, putting his works Honda to 
good use. 

In the first qualifier Team Honda 
rider Jim Gibson took control on lap 
one trailed by David Bailey, Mike Bell, 








Kip Bigelow, Rick Burgett and Mike 
Twigg. Scott Lester and PDQ’s John 
Savitski tumbled towards the back of 
the pack over a jump. 

Bell moved on Bailey and then went 
after Gibson and got him. Gibson tried 
to get back by through a set of curves, 
but was stuffed by Bell and went 
through the streamers. Bell won, 
Gibson came back for second and Rick 
Burgett banged by Bailey for third. 
Bailey claimed fourth and Broc Glover 
came from the back to nip Marty 
Moates for the heat's final transfer 
spot. 

Kent Howerton grabbed the second 
qualifier followed by Rex Staten. The 
two came out of the hole 1-2 and 
stayed that way all the way. Mark 
Barnett moved from sixth to a third 
place finish. Darren Rhoten had been 
displaced by Barnett but held fourth, 
as did Gary Semics for his fifth place 
berth. Jimmy Weinert seemed to be on 
the move in mid-pack, but then 
slowed. 

Donnie Hansen, Steve Wise, Kris 
Bigelow, Arlo Englund and Mark 
Gregson threaded out in qualifier 
three. Wise moved on Hansen during 
lap three and Hansen retaliated with a 
chase that provided some good racing. 
Bigelow slowed as first Englund, then 
Gregson and a charging Jimmy Ellis 
got by.

Steve Wise, Chuck Sun, Warren 
Reid, Mark Barnett and Mike Bell 
went out front amidst a bunch of 
shuffling. Kent Howerton and Suzuki 
teammate Brian Myerscough were 
close behind. Then on the first circuit 
of the course Reid fell at the bottom of 
the goal post jump and started a 
chain-reaction that took eight top 
contenders down. 

“We could have been killed!” 
exclaimed Kent Howerton afterwards. 
“Reid went into the hole (which was 
dug out under the jump). I went (off 
the jump) right behind Mike (Bell). 
One time I couldn’t even see my bike 
there were so many bikes on top of it. 
It's ridiculous after we told them (the 
AMA) earlier about it. The same 
thing happened to me last year (at 
Atlanta), only a few turns later.” 

The crash took Rex Staten, among 
others, along with Bell and Howerton. 

Wise, Sun, Barnett, Myerscough, 
Jimmy Weinert, Gary Semics and Rick 
Burgett escaped the crash and were 
running a high-paced battle up front. 
Howerton picked up behind Sun a lap 
down, and if one hadn't seen him 
crash they'd think he was running 
in the front — Sun thought so. 

“I didn’t know Kent was a lap down 
— I thought I was racing with him for 
a placing,” Sun said later. 

Wise looked like an all the way 
winner, pulling a huge lead by lap 11 
of the 20-lap race. But then it was all 
over for the Team Honda rider. 


“Something broke in the chain 
guide and the chain came off,” said 
Honda team manager Gunnar 
Lindstrom after the race. 


Now it was Sun's turn to show the 
way, a position he never gave up. 
Barnett and Myerscough were behind 
keeping track of the action followed by 
Jimmy Weinert and Danny LaPorte, 
who had found a way around Semics 
and Burgett.

Myerscough was given an extra 
chance to nab Sun at the finish when 
Sun tangled with Howerton as the race 
neared the finish. 

“Howerton slammed off a berm and 
fell on top of me. He stood on my bike 
and got up and took his time because 
two of his Suzuki teammates were 
behind,” Sun said later. 

Myerscough took it to within one 
bikelength at the finish in a 
tremendous last lap charge, but Sun 
managed to take his lead to the flag. 
Mark Barnett clamped on to third but 
felt he might have had a shot at the 
win. 

“When the two lap sign was out I 
killed my engine, otherwise I would 
have been really close. This was the 
best stadium race so far this year — it 
took a lot of technique,” Barnett said. 

LaPorte took fourth and Bell turned 
in a never give up ride for sixth behind 
Jim Gibson. Semics, Jeff Ward, Arlo 
Englund and Weinert rounded out the 
top 10. bd

“The best plan for today,” said a smiling Dick 
Burleson “was not to crash. You could go fast, 
but there was a point where too fast meant 
checking out the snow!” Burleson had just 


carded the overall win in the 
Georgia Crackers M.C-sponsored 
100-mile Stone Mountain Na- 
tional. And by doing so, “King 
Richard” had moved into the top spot 
in the point standings and on his way 
to, perhaps, a seventh consecutive 


National title. 


Taking the AA class win, with Hus- 
qvarna’s Burleson out of the way, was 
Yamaha's John Fero while in the A 
classes the overall went to Husky rider 
Terry Cunningham. 

Cunningham grabbed his overall 
title by virtue of tie-breaker check 
scores as local rider Chuck Gray tied 
Cunningham on points lost with 46. 
Winner of the 250cc A class, Gray 
turned in an exceptional score on 
check three by dropping a scant 11 
points to Cunningham’s 18. The sur- 
prising score prompted more than one 
rider to wish aloud that he had found 
the line Gray was riding. 

The 23rd edition of the Stone Moun- 
tain event almost met with disaster in 
the form of freezing rain and then 
snow mixed with temperatures that 
never got above the freezing mark and 
a biting, cut-to-the-bone wind that left

all present thoroughly chilled. Eveni 
moving the key time back two hours to 
10 a.m. didn’t appear to be working 
until the sun poked through snow-laden| 
clouds 20 minutes before the first rid- 
er was to leave. Of the 552 riders pre- 
entered, a little over 200 actuall 
started. And only 120 finished. Con- 
sidering the cold, it was lucky that that 
many finished the 111 (actual) mile 
run.

BLM releases Desert draft plan, 
Hayes targeted by eco-freaks 


The long awaited BLM Califor- 
nia Desert Conservation Area 
draft plan hit the streets last 
week. The plan is about the size 
of a telephone book, filled with maps 
and tables and charts, most of which 
ignore the data which was submitted 
by riders during the input phase. 

In the draft plan, each element such 
as recreation, energy, wilderness, min- 
erals, etc., are discussed in terms of 
three different alternatives. The alter- 
ntives are “Protection,” “Use,” and 
“Balanced.” 

The actual evaluation of these 
alternatives will take place during the 
next 90 days by which time all addition- 
al comments must be presented to the 
Bureau. If the BLM decides to adopt 
the “Protection” alternative, there 
won't be a lot of dirt bike riding in the 
dez any more. It behooves every inter- 
ested rider to get a copy of this report 
and get your comments back to BLM 
during the comment period. Copies 
can be obtained by writing to: BLM 
Desert Plan, 3610 Central Ave., Suite 
402, Riverside, CA 92506. 

While. talking with Assemblyman 
Bob Hayes’ office, we touched on the 
subject of reelection. Right now, ac- 
cording to the Assemblyman’s assistant, 
Hayes is probably the number one tar- 
get of the environmentalists. The rea- 
son is simple: not only did Hayes defeat 
a “good” environmentalist vote last 
election, he has had the audacity to 
actually try to do something construc- 
tive while in Sacramento. Although he 
has drawn no opposition in his primary 
election in June, there are several well- 
funded opponents fighting for the 
chance to unseat him in the general 
election in November. 

There will be a lot of money spent 
trying to remove Hayes from office.

In view of 
the fact that a family can take a 
straight credit from their state income 
tax return for up to $100 of camp- 
paign contributions, it behooves all of 
us to spend at least that much to help 
him get reelected. Why send it to the 
tax collector when it can do some good?

I revved it up the grips got hotter, sort 
of a built-in incentive system. They're 
in the prototype stage right now, but I 
can say that they work really well.” 

Drew Smith, who finished second to 
Burleson in the standings in last year’s 
title chase, didn’t fare too well at Stone 
Mountain — he was and has been 
riding with a broken bone in his left 
wrist for the past two months! 4] broke 
the bone while doing some practice 
riding, and it’s healing very slowly.

Today I had two flat tires, and 
that didn’t exactly help me to do my 
best.” 

Mike Rosso, a Suzuki teammate of 
Smith, thought he had the National 
won hands down. “Hey,” he said with 
a smile while the scores were being 
tallied, “I had overall in the bag. The 
only problem was that I had 100 miles 
still to go. What luck, huh?” 

“I liked the run,” said Kawasaki's 
Open A class winner Kevin Lavoie. 
“You could call it a ridge run. First we 
ran one ridge and gassed up and then 
ran another ridge. It was a lot like the 
trails we had at last year’s Two-Day 
Qualifier in Tennessee.

For sheer enthusiasm you couldn't 
beat John Martin. The Can-Am factory 
rider was repeatedly heard whooping 
and hollering as he rode the trails. He 
wasn't trying to warn slower riders that 
he was about to pass — he was just 
having a good time. “I like to win,” 
said Martin. “But no matter where I 
finish I have a good time riding.” 
Martin's score was good for second in 
the AA class. 


“Anytime you lose 40 points and win 
overall, it had to be a tough run,” 
Burleson summed it up. “The weather 
made things a bit miserable, but 
didn’t really add to making the trails 
rough. All you really had to do was set 
a good pace and keep on it. Usually 
you make time on the open road, but 
at Stone Mountain going fast on the 
open roads meant freezing and a good 
shot on check out the snow and ice- 
covered pavement.” গু

FOR THE

Last week at Gatorback Park, 
Jo Jo clinched the 250 Pro Class title with 152 points. 
Now he’s so far ahead he doesn’t even have 
to go to the last race. 
He could go to the beach instead. 
Meanwhile, Tom Benolkin is tearing up the 
125 Pro Class. With an overall second 
place win firmly sewn up. 

The funny thing is that neither one is 
racing an expensive works bike. Their 
Honda Elsinores started life as production 
models. Then, they were modified. 

Which means they're touring Florida a 
lot cheaper than some of the other riders.

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Daytona is the biggest and most important road race in the United States. It starts the 
road racing season every year, and no matter how far in advance a team starts preparing 
for Daytona, it seems like the work and problems solving always boils down to a last 


14 minute burn. 








But it’s worth it. Do- 
ing well at Daytona 
is money in the bank 
for the rest of the 
year. 


Take me for example. In 1978, I fin- 
ished fourth in the Daytona 200 mile 
race for 750s, and diced with Gregg 
Hansford for the 250cc Expert race 
lead until my Yamaha Motor Canada 
TZ250 ran out of gas late in the race. 
Before Daytona, 1978, my career had 
slumped into one of the valleys you’d 
see if you charted a racer’s riding for- 
tune over the years. Since I started rac- 
ing on pavement at age 16, my riding 
fortunes have ridden and fallen several 
times. But 1977 wasn't a high point, 
and 1978 was a question mark. 

Daytona turned it around. I’ve been 
riding a wave of good fortune and luck 
and money in the pocket since. 

And if Daytona 1978 was good, 
Daytona 1979 was better, with second 
on the Yamaha Motor Canada 
YZR750 in the 200 miler, first in Super- 
bike Production on a Yoshimura Suzuki. 
Daytona again set the pace for the 
year, which I finished second in Super- 
bike points. The money I won at Day- 
tona in March 1979 turned into a nice 
back-up when I invested it in precious 
metals and real estate. And the results 
from 1978 gave me a shot at a contract 
with American Honda for the sort of 
money every racer should be paid for 
doing something as dangerous and as 


good for selling motorcycles as 
racing. 
Daytona is important, and it’s 


almost on us again. I’m in the middle 
of getting ready again this year, and 
everything’s in a whirlwind. I’m used 
to that, since Ive been going to 
Daytona for a long time. But this is the 
first time I’ve sat down and tried to 
actually preview what I think will 
happen before it actually does 
happen. I know that a lot of people 
won't agree with my predictions and 
statements. But that's why they have 
races. To settle arguments about who's 
going to win. 


The Daytona 200 

This year we have a new thing in the 
200 miler in that 1025cc four-strokes 
can race against restricted 750cc two- 
strokes (restricted means that the bikes 
have to run 23mm intake restrictors) 
and unrestricted 500cc two-strokes. A 
lot of people keep calling the four- 
strokes that will run in this race “Super- 
bikes,” but they really aren't. These 
are basically anything-goes four-stroke 
racebikes with GP frames and highly 
modified engines. 


I've been out of the two-stroke 
racing game all winter, concentrating 
on the four-stroke scene, so I don’t 
know what kind of improvements have 
been made in the two-stroke camp. 
But if things are similar to the way 
they were last year as far as two-stroke 
performance goes, if the two-strokes 
haven’t made some vast improvement, 
then the four-strokes will be in there. 


Last year at Daytona, my lap times 
on my Superbike Production machine 
were 2:115 and 2:12s, and that was 
with no fancy chassis and no stream- 
lining. This year I have both a GP 
chassis and streamlining on my 
Formula One Honda. 


I rode a very conservative 200-miler 
last year on my Yamaha Motor Canada 
750 two-stroke, turning 2:09s and 
2:10s, and I finished the 200-mile race 
second. If my four-stroke Honda has 
similar power to my Superbike of last 
year, then I feel that I have a very 
good chance to get in the top three, 
and so do the other good riders on 
four-strokes. 











The two-strokes will have advan- 
tages, the main advantage being light- 
er weight. Because they are lighter, 
the two-strokes will have an advantage 
going into the corner under braking, 
and you'll see that advantage at 
Daytona. And coming off the corner, 
the two-strokes will be a little quicker 
in acceleration, once again because of 
the lighter weight. 

But the four-strokes may be able to 
offset some of the braking advantage 
by fitting really giant brakes like nobody 
has even seen before. The four-strokes 
might need fewer gas stops. Also, be- 
cause Daytona has a slippery surface, 
we might be able to get a little earlier 
drive out of the corners on the four- 
strokes because we'll have a little less 
wheelspin. 

The Daytona speedway is made out 
of a mixture of seashells and asphalt. 
Because of the high speeds we run 
there, we have to use very hard tires, 
and the track surface and hard tires 
make a very slippery combination. 
With a four-stroke, we might have a 
slight advantage to be able to roll on 
the throttle smoothly. 

I found that out last year with my 
Superbike. In open practice when I 
could be on the track with some of the 
750s, I could actually out-corner them 
on the Superbike. I could slide it a 
little bit and get on the power very 
সান pt where a two-stroke is a 
ittle bit quicker to come on the power- 
band aad light up the rear tire. As far 





as corners go, the four-stroke might 
have an advantage right in the middle 
of the corner. 

The banking is a whole new ball- 
game. That’s the part of the track that 
will take a tremendous amount of 
horsepower. To be competitive with a 
four-stroke in the 200-miler, we're 
going to have to hit 180 mph. I feel 
that if we can hit 180 mph and have 
decent acceleration, we will be com- 
petitive. 

Of course it won’t mean a thing if 
the four-strokes don’t finish. It takes 
more than machine reliability, too. It 
takes rider strategy in the 200-mile 
race. Finishing is the most important 
thing. 

At the start, position is probably one 
of the least important things at Day- 
tona. What I mean is that if you're in 
the top five, you can still win as long as 
you can keep the leaders in sight — 
taking into consideration that they all 
finish, it’s just like a 10-lap heat race 
or anything else. It’s usually the last 
few laps that make the difference. 

The thing with Daytona is the huge 
part that engine failure plays. It’s 
important to plan even before the 
race, in practice. 

When I practice, I conserve the 
motorcycle. I practice on one or two 
corners at a time, then cruise the rest 
of the lap. I never try to have an out- 
standing lap time in practice, so then 
no one’s really concerned about my lap 
times, and that takes the pressure off 


American Honda Superbike and Formula 1

Ten years ago, American Honda went to Daytona to compete in the 
200. With a fairy-tale ending, Honda won the race at their first attempt. 
The team this year is hoping for a similar result. 


Because Honda doesn’t have a suitable 1000cc four cylinder road 
bike to start from, the basic machine is the CB750F. And because the 


powers-that-be are not 


inclined to be overly generous with 


information, there are many areas where we have to guess what is 


being done. 


The chassis will be basically stock with standard front forks. Rear 
suspension probably will be Boge-Mulholland. Rumor has special 
WM4-19 front and WM6-18 rear Comstar wheels mounted, but nothing 
is finalized yet. Seeing as how Goodyears are the only thing available, 
that undoubtedly is what will be mounted. Lockheed master cylinders 


and calipers will be used all around. 


All the Formula 1 components were manufactured in Japan, and this 
is where the tightest security is maintained. 

Motors for both bikes will be 750F engines modified with RSC1000 
components. Not much is known about internal components, but 
what can be seen is that the motors are wet sump instead of the dry 
sump version as written about last year. The clutch is the multiplate 
dry clutch as featured on the original factory option engines. 
American Honda does not know wheter they will use Keihin CRs like 
everyone else or if they will use the big CV carburetors like on the all- 


conquering RCBs. Perhaps both. 


One thing that is known is who they have riding. Steve McLaughlin 
is the team manager and also is a rider. As manager, he is responsible 
for co-ordinating all the efforts of his mechanics and of his fellow 
riders which includes last year’s Daytona winner, Ron Pierce and 


Wunderkind Freddie Spencer. 


Although Team Honda has the most potential, the rumor-mill has it 
that they are not ready and instead of another impressive victory like 
the one in 1970, they might possibly have another NR500 headache on 


their hands. 














me and my mechanics. We can do our 
work and we only start cutting fast 
times when it’s necessary, which is on 
race day. 

And in qualifying. You have to 
qualify reasonably well at Daytona 
because if you get off back in the pack, 
with slower guys who get off the line 
good but hang you up in the infield, 
the leaders can get away quickly. The 
start is important. It’s not necessary to 
be leading, but it is important to be 
near the front. You don’t want to be 
back around 10th or 20th because 
probably the worst place to be is 
between 10th and 20th. If you're in the 
top five, you're in a good spot. If 
you're coming up from the rear, it’s no 
better to be in 10th through 20th than 
it is to be 30th or 40th. I don’t think 
that it’s much more of a handicap to 
be 40th than it is to be 11th, just be- 
cause the traffic is so severe at that 
speed. 

I race the 200 miler with strategy. I 
start out and pace myself with a good, 
safe, hard pace. Then I try to pick it 
up every lap, go a tiny bit quicker, a 
tiny bit quicker, and as I feel better, I 
gain a little bit of speed in each corner, 
try to speed up every lap. As it ends 
up, my lap times at the end of the race 
are always faster than at the start — 
unless I have some tire problem or 
something. That’s the way I go into it. 
A lot of people may get a quicker start, 
but then I come on at the halfway point 
because I've paced myself. 

You can’t pace yourself slowly, you 
have to be racing all the way, hard. I 
ride just conservatively enough to not 
fall down in the first part of the race. 
And then I can be sure and come out 
with a long, hard, strong finish push. 


Tve had a very good 200-miler fin- 
ishing record using that strategy, fourth 
in 1978, second in 1979. I'm not sure if 
it’s right, but a friend of mine, Bob 
Work of Yamaha Motor Canada, told 
me the other day that he had been 
looking at old Daytona programs and 
he thought that I had been in the top 
five at Daytona — counting all the 
classes — more often than any other 
rider in history. I don’t know if that’s 
true, but that’s pretty much been my 
strategy — finish up front, but finish. 
My strategy has really started to pay 
off lately because in recent years I've 
been getting better machinery and 
have been able to work that to my 
personal advantage. I’ve got faster 
machines so I can slack off a little bit 
and then push hard at the finish. 

I have to hand it to Bob Work. I've 
been going to Daytona a long time 
before I hooked up with Bob in 1977, 
and I had always had a lot of problems. 
From him I learned about 200-mile 
preparation. The main thing I learned 


1s the importance of preparing your - 


motorcycle properly and working with 
your mechanics. Before, I was always 
lacking a little in preparing my bike, 
especially as far as a rider telling his 
mechanic what's necessary. I learned a 
bunch from Bob Work in what must 
be communicated to the mechanic, 
but I’m not going to talk about the de- 
tails because that’s one Daytona secret 
I'm going to use for myself again this 
year. I think it will work out because 
this year I have the same mechanic as I 
had for the Superbike Production race 
last year, Jyo Bito. Jyo will work on 
both my bikes. I'm only sorry that I 
can’t do it with Bob Work again. 

Now comes the part where I stick 
my neck out. It’s my opinion, and only 
my opinion. But here’s how I think 
several teams and riders — in no parti- 
cular order — will fare in the Daytona 
200: 


Kenny Roberts/Team Yamaha/two- 
stroke 

You can’t talk about any race he 
enters without talking about Kenny 
Roberts. His presence in any race al- 
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
